ready to feize the many opportunities that 
offer of advancing their fortunes, and 
forcing themfelves into fituations which 
their birth and educations feem to have 
rendered inacceflible to every idea of 
hope, which even the moft fanguine ima- 
gination could form in periods more 
guiet and lefs difturbed by the convulfions 
of national animoiities. 

The prefent critical and dangerous 
conjunéture of affairs has brought into 
public notice and importance one who, 
without a military education, has rendered 
himfelf formidable as a Soldier; and 
who (after many marks of contempt 
thrown upon him while an enemy) is 
now carefied as a friend to that Govern- 
ment whole diftrefies he has contributed 
ina great meafure to create, and whote 
welfare his late condu& will hardly allow 
him the means of promoting in any con- 
tiderable degree. 

BENEDICT ARNOLD is a name which 
has been long familiar te the Public. His 
intrepidity has fome time been viewed 
with approbation, even by. thote who dif- 
claim the meafures which he abetted ; 
meaitres they coniider as deftructive 
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of the welfare of their country, already 
weighed down by repeated aéts of folly, 
indifcretion, and obftinacy in tlie govern- 
ing powers. 

Mr. ARNOLD was born at Norwich, in 
Conneéticut, about the year 1736. The 
occupations of his father were thof{e of a 
Shoemaker and Carpenter, in the exer- 
cife of which Fortune did not thine upon 
his endeavours. He afterwards turned 
Merchant, and in that profeffion was 
equally unfuccefsful. Being embarrailed 
in his circumftances, he was thrown into 
gaol at Norwich, where he died about 
the year 1750, leaving the prefent fubject 
of our confideration entircly deftitute of 
any provifion,to fupport him in his pro- 
grefs through life. But though on his 
introduction to the world he appeared to 
heneglecied by Fortune, yet this unhappy 
ftate did not continuelong. A Gentleman 
of very amiable manners and confiderable 
property, Dr. Danie] Lothorp, who, 
according to the cuftom of the country, 
aéted as-a Phyfician, Apothecary, Sur- 
geon, and Merchant, commiterating the 
forlorn fituation of young ARNOLD, re- 
ceived hin into his fervice, and taught him 
the bufinefs of an Apothecary with that 
cf acommon Shopkeeper. At the expi- 
ration of his apprenticefhip he agreed to 
continue fome tine Jonger with Dr, Lo- 
thorp, and deported himfelf with fo 
much propriety, and fo highly to the fa- 
tisfaction of his maiter, that he was pre- 
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fented with the fum of sool. fterling}; 
and being defircus of trying his fortune 
in England, received letters of 1ecom- 
mendation to feveral perfons in London, 
with which he quitted his native country 
and {failed to Europe. 

On his arrival in Great Britain, it is 
faid, that he firft engaged in the fhep of 
an eminent Druggift in Holborn, and 
through the ufual gradation became intit- 
led to exercife the profeffion to which he 
had been brought up. He is affirmed by 
many to have followed the bufinefs of an 
Apothecary about Shadwell ; but not 
mecting much eneouragement, he com- 
menced dealer in horfes, and was equally 
unfuccefsful in that undertaking. Mit- 
fortunes now feem to have preiled hard 
upon hin. To get rid of them there- 
fore at once, he left his Englifh creditors 
to confole themfelves for their loffes in 
the beft way they were able, and returned 
to his native country, where he became 
eminent ir his profeffion ; but being of an 
eccentric and unfrugal habit, he foon in- 
volved himfelf a fecond time in debt, from 
which he did not extricate himéfelf until 
he had fuffered confinement in a prifon. 

After an cvent like this, it may be 
concluded, that to reftore his credit as a 
man of bufineis, would be a tafk of great 
difficulty, fuppofing it for a moment 
practicable at all. The enemies of our 
Hero give out, that on his releafement 
from prifon he infinuated himfelf into the 
good graces of a young Lady, daughter 
to the High Sheriff of New Haven, and 
that fhe became with-child by him, The 
refentment of her father was, in con- 
fequence of this, very violent for a 
fhort time ; but the difgrace of his 
daughter being in fome refpect extenuated 
by marriage, both fhe and her, hufband 
were reftored to favour, and Mr. Arnold 
was received into the family of his father- 
in-law, 

Thisreconciliation being effe&ted, he was 
employed by his father-in-law as Super- 
cargo to the Weft-Indies, where that Gen- 
tleman had two or three fhips engaged in 
trade. It was his cuftom to go tothe Hlands 
in {pring, and return in autumn with mo- 
Jaffes, rum, and fugars, In winter he 
went towards the head of Hud{on’s River 
and inte Canada with goods, which he 
exchanged for horfes; thele generally 
making the principal part of a Conneéti- 
cut cargo to the Weft-indies. 

In thefe voyages he became an expert 
Sailor, theonly advantage he derived from 
them; for he feems to have been dooin-

ed to be unfuccefsful in trade. Te 
whatever caufe it was owing, report fays, 
that he would once more have taken 
up his refidence in prifon, had not the 
troubles in America found emt loyment 
for all his abilities, and prevented his 
creditors from purfuing him rigoroufly on 
account of their demands. Previous to 
this event he had become embarrafled in 
a law-fuit, the lofs of which, added to the 
miferable ftate of his finances, rendered 
him an objec qualified tor and ready toen- 
gage inany fchemes of defperation, Inthe 
year 1774 he headed amob which had been 
for fome time the terror of the Lovalifts ; 
though it docs not appear that he made 
ule of it in fuch manner as to produce 
any conf derable mifchiefs: he was, how- 
ever, on account of his attachment to the 
American caufe, about the {ame time, 
appointed a Colonel by the Affembly of 
the Province. 

The aétivity of his difpofition had now 
full {cope to exercife its faculties. Each 
party had appealed to the fword, and 
blows only were allowed to determine the 
reGtitude of party meafures, and to afcer- 
tain difputed rights. In the beg:nning 
of the year 1775 he went with a party 
and fcoured the Lake Champlain with 
great fuccefs and effeét.  "Thele expioits 
recommended him further to the Con- 
greis, by whom he was promoted to the 
fame rank he had received from the 
Provincial Aflembly. His daring and in- 
trepid {pirit had pointed him out as a pro- 
per perion to command a {eparate detach- 
ment, and he was foon afterwards cholen 
to mzke an irruption into Canada, at 
the head of 1200 men. This detach- 
ment confifted of two battalions under 
Colonel Chriftopher Green and Colonel 
Roger Enos, and three companies of rifle- 
men, making in all 13 companies, They 
marched from the head-quarters at Cam- 
bridge, Sept. 13, and proceeding by long 
and fatiguing journeys, in which they 
experienced hardfhips of various kinds, 
arrived on the 13th November before 
Quebec, which he immediately fat down 
before, and the next day fummoned the 
town to furrender, Two days after he 
was encouraged to continue the fiege by 
hearing the fuccefs of his friend Mont- 
gomery at Montreal. On the firft of 
December that Officer joined him, and 
they immediately in conjunétion railed 
batteries and carried on the fiege with 
{pirit, depending for fuccefs on the weak 
flate of the garrifon and the luke-warm- 
nefs of the Canadian inhabitants. The 
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recular troops in the town, under General 
Carleton, . Brigadier-General Maclean, 
and Colonel Caldwell, were only so men. 
General Maclean, who had early teen the 
danger that threatened Quebec, with the 
true [pirit of an experienced veteran had 
colleéted in the country an exccilent body 
of officers, but had only time to raife 170 
recruits, with which he threw himfelf into 
the town a day or two before Arnold’s 
arrival. The reft of the garrifon coniitted 
of 300Englifh, Scotch, and Ivith inha- 
bitants, 700 French inhabitants, and 
about 500 feamen under Captains Mac- 
kenzie and Hamilton of the navy, 
from two frigates and the merchant- 
men in the harbour. In this weak itate 
the garrifon were, when, on the 311t of 
December, at two in the mourning, the 
town was attempted to he ftormed. 
Montgomerv, who led the attack by the 
way of Cape Diamond, paraded his men 
on theheights of Abraham. Arnold,with 
his two battalions, made his attack by the 
fuburb of St. Rue. Colonel Livingttone, 
with a regiment of Canadians, and Major 
Brown, with part of his Botton regiment, 
were to make a falie attack to the fouth- 
ward of St. John’s Gate, and to fet fire 
to that place. The different diviiions 
were to move at five o'clock, the wind 
at that time being caft, and a fevere {now- 
ftorm. Livingitone’s and Brown’s attack 
mifcarried, owing, as they {faid, to the 
fuow-ftorm, though the aflault had been 
put off in expeétation of that circum. 
fiance. At Montgomery’s attack, his 
carpenters foon {awed down the piquets ; 
he and fome few more entered, but the 
reft kept back and did not fupport them. 
The barrier and the houfe adjoining, 
which they attacked, was defended by a 
fmall number of feamen and militia with 
feven three-pounders. The affailants 
were immediately faluted with a round of 
grape-fhot and a difcharge of {mall-arms, 
which killed Montgomery and forced the 
reit to retreat. Arnoldin the mean time, 
on his fide, proceeded to the affault with 
a Lieutewant and 30 men, as the forlorn 
hope, carrying ladders to {cale the bat- 
tery, next Captain Morgan’s company 
with a field-piece on a fledge, and Cap- 
tain Lambe’s artillery company ; after 
thefe the main body follawed. ‘The main 
bedy loft their way for fome time among 
the warehoutes and wharfs, and the field- 
piece did not come up, but the advanced 
party and Morgan’s company {caled the 
battery, and took 30 menin it. Here Ar- 
nold was wounded in the leg by a mufket- 


ball, and carried back to be dreffed ; and 
the garrilfon diregting their force to that 
quarter foen overcame the befiegers, and 
forced them to furrender prifoners of 
war. 
ft was in this enterprize that Arnold 
acquired tie whimiical addition to his 
name, by which he was for fome time 
afterwards known. General Carleton, in 
relating the circumitances of the ficge, 
{poke of him under the title of ‘one’ Ar- 
nold, by which appellation he has fre- 
quently been fince dittinguifhed. Though 
he was unfucecisful in this attack, he ftill 
continued to block up the place; and in 
March 1776, defeated 2 party of Cana- 
dians who were marching to relieve it. 
He alfo burned part of the fuburbs, and 
in April raiied two new batteries againft 
the Town. On the 3d of May he at- 
tempted to burn the thipping, but with- 
out effect. Tiis was his lait effort. ©n 
the 6th he decamped with great precipi- 
tation on the appearance of Comimodore 
Douglas from England, who came very 
opportunely for the relief of the place. 
The Americans this fummer, by ex- 
traordinary exertions, collected a naval 
force, with which they propofed to an- 
noy their enemies, and the command of 
it was given to Mr. Arnold, now a Bri- 
gadier General andan Admiral. His con- 
duét in this fituation was equally {pirited 
and brave: he feemed alike qualified for 
the fervice both by land and tea, Mecting 
with the fleet commanded by Captain 
Philips and General Carleton, he engaged 
it, though with ill fuccefs ; and finding 
le had no chance to efcape, he run his 
veffel a-ground, but did not defert it, 
until fhe was on fire, keeping his flag 
flying to the lait. For his gallantry in 
this affair he was promoted to the rank 
of a Major-General. 
In Spring 1777 he was employed in 
Connetticut, his native Colony, azainf 
General Tryon, who had made an in- \ 
road in that province, and burnt fome of 1 Wal 
the magazines there. He loft no repu- | Wa 





tation during this campaign, though his 
efforts were not attended with any bil- 


liant fuccefles. On one occafion he 8 A | 
brought up his men clofe to the Britifh 


‘troops, and received a very heavy fire, 
which at the fame time difordered his Atl 
ferces and killed his horfe. On this oc- Mi \ 
cation he fhewed the cooinefs of his tem- ~ Hh f 
per; for difengaging himielf from the Nt 
dead animal, he cut the girth, and throw- Dat 
ing the faddle over his back, retreated 
with fo much deliberation that his ene- 
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mies, in whofe fight this tranfaction hap- 
pened, bore teftimony to his merit as a 
foldier. 

The reputation which he had now been 
fome time acquiring, received an ample 
confirmation this year, in the famous but 
unfortunate affair at Saratoga, where he 
commanded under General Gates. On 
the rgth of September, he attacked Gene- 
ral Burgoyne at Freeman's Farm, and 
fought him with great obftinacy from 
three o'clock to fun-{ct. In this en- 
gagement he loft soo men killed, and 
a500o wounded. This was only a pre- 
lude to a more defperate undertaking. 
On the 12th of OStober, when General 
Burgoyne made a movement with 1500 
men, Arnold, without waiting for orders, 
marched out and attacked him. Being 
convinced of the danger of permitting 
his enemy to approach fo near his camp 
as to ule their artillery, Arvold deter- 
mined on vigorous meafures, and carried 
on his attack with fuch fpirit that a bat- 
talion of Brunfwickers gave way, and 
eur troops were forced back into their 
camp. At this moment they were fol- 
lowed by Arnold, who faw an opportu- 
nity to ftrike a decifive blow, which he 
immediately refolved to carry into exccu- 
tion. He gave his direétions initantly ; 
but not obferving that alacrity in his 
men to attack the mtrenchments as he 
expected, he turned round and ditdain- 
fully faid, ‘* that if they were fuch daf- 
tards as to hefitate in the moment of vic- 
tory, he himfclf at the head of the Officers 
would carry the intrenchments.”” This 
addrefs operated according to his with. 
Fired with fhame at their want of {pi- 
rit, they called to be led on. The attack 
was immediately made on the right of the 
lines ; and thofe of the German referve 
under Colonel Breyman were ftormed 
and carried. At the fame moment he 
attacked that part of the lines where the 
Britifh li.ht infantry were pofted under 

Jor.l Balearras, but was repulied. In 
fturming the intreachments he received a 
wound, which it was fome time appre- 
hended would occafion the lofs of his leg. 
It is unneceflary to obferve, that a few 
days afterwards our army furrendered 
themfelycs prifoners. 

The fame of his valour was now fpread 
wherever the knowledge of Britifh or 
American Politics had reached, and both 


friends and enemies did juftice to his mee 
rit as a brave Man and a gallant Officer. 
In the year 1778, when Sir Henry Clin- 
ton evacuated Philadelphia, he was ap- 
pointed commanding Officer in thatTown, 
and gained the reipect of the Loyalifts 
by the mildnefs and equity of his beha- 
viowr towards them. This line of con- 
duct was not {fo favourably viewed by 
his mafters as his former actions had 
been. Sufpicions prevailed that he was 
not fo zealous as he ought to be in the 
American caufe. Thefe doubts perhaps 
produced a degree of lukewarmneis that 
fuggefted to Sir Henry Clinton the idea of 
bringing him over to the Britifh army. 
The fteps which produced this event have 


not yet been, nor are likely to be foon - 


difclofed. The event of it fo fatal te 
Major Andree is fufficiently public. 

General Arnold is deicribed to be a 
middle-fized man, very active, exceed- 
ingly fond of drefs. Among the Ame- 
rican troops he had the appearance of a 
military Macaroni. Since the wound in 
his leg he appears fhorter than before, 
and wears the hcel of one fioe much 
higher than the other. During his refi- 
dence in Philadelphia he married a fecond 
wife, Mifs Betfy Shippen, eldeft daughter 
of Dogtor Shippen of that town, 

We confides every event which may 
tend to bring about an accommodation 
between the Mother-Country and her 
Colonies as an objeét of the higheft im- 
portance, and fhould fcarce with-hold 
our approbation of an act of perfidy, if 
by means of it fo defirable a circum- 
ftance could be effected. Difliking how- 
ever every bafe and unworthy aéion, and 
feeing no advantage arifing from ~ the 
preient, we cannot but condemn the 
conduct of General Arnold, as a depar- 
ture from principles which, though 
wrong in themfelves, he feems to have 
had no honourable motive to abandon. 
However pleafing the Treafon may be, the 
Traitor ever meets with contempt; and 
in whatever degree General Arnold may be 
careffed at prefent, yet the time is not far 
diftant when he muft be content to feel 
the flings of contempt, and every mark 
of ignominy which the remembrance of 
his treachery can produce, as well in 
the bofoms of his former friends as in 
thofe of his new allies.

T has been and ftill continues to bea 

melancholy reficStion, that Printihops 
are no {mall incentives to vice and fen- 
fuality. Young people are naturally fond 
of pictures ; they tend to attract the notice 
of all ages, but more elpecially youth: 
what pity is it, then, that their tender 
minds fhould be in danger of being poi- 
foned by immodeft prints, or fubjeéts of 
a lafcivious nature, prefented to their view 
as they pafs by the different Printhops 
in and about London ! 

No little evil is imbibed (if I mav fo 
term it) thro” theeye. Eve, we are told 
in Scripture, did not tafte of the forbid- 
den fruit till the faw it was good *. The 
Pialmift David, fenfible of the danger of 
looking at improper objects, tells us he 
had made a covenant with his eyes ; and 
not fatisfied herewith offers up his pray- 
ers to Almighty God: ‘* Lord! take off 
mine eyes from beholding vanity!” 
Indeed, when we confider the eye is an 
inlet to the mind, and that a perfon mut 
firit ‘fee’ before he cah poffibly know to 
€ do’ evil ; or, in other words, muft have 
a temptation appear agreeable before he 
will fall into it; I think it is needlefs to 
enlarge upon the glaring impropriety of 
endeavourmg to catch the eye, by ex- 
pofing to the view of every paflenger 
pittures of an immoral kind F.. 

Among the latter fort, I apprehend 
‘indecent Watch-papers’ may very rea- 
dily be accounted no. fmall incentives in 
‘nature’ (however they may be in ‘fize") 
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to debauchery and lafcivioufnefs ; particu- 
larly to ‘ young’ men, who are far from 
ftanding in need of any immodeft Prints 
to inflame their paffions, or prompt them 
on to acts of obfcenity and lewdneis. 

Senfible of this, let parents and tu- 
tors be careful to recommend the love 
and practice of ¢ Virtue -and Religion,’ 
and a deteitation of the leaft appearance 
of ‘Vice and Immorality,’ to all com- 
mitted to their charge; and let young 
people be admonithed to fhun with the 
greateft abhorrence even the ‘ reprefenta- 
tion,’ much more the ‘ commiffion ’ of in- 
decent actions ; well aflured that Satan, 
the God of this world, too often by the 
eye gets into the heart, corrupts the 
mind, and eternally deftroys the foul of 
many a once-promiling and engaging 
youth. 

But as immodeft Pigtures may be de- 
fiructive to the morals, fo religious Prints 
may be equally edifying and improving 
to the underftandings of every beholder ; 
and the more frequently they are looked 
at and examined by the poilflors of 
them, the more likely they will prove 
of being truly ufeful, entertaining, and 
inftruive. Upon this principle the an- 
nexed Print of moral Watch-papers 
is inferted, and recommended to the 
acceptance of the younger part of both 
{exes in particular, and the ferious and 
difcerning FEW in general, by their fincere

his intelleé&ts * in the latter part of his 
life, and ¢¢ his ftrange chimeras of fancy,” 
which a laté Biographer (you fay Mr. 
Topxapy) hath retailed much to his 
difadvantage. I was alfo glad that you 
had expofed a palpable ¢ miitake * (if not 
pious traud) ef the fame writer refpect- 
ing a poetical piece of the Doctor's ¢ en 
the Sufferings and Glory of CHRIST,’ 
as one of the lateft of his compofures,

. But [am greatly furprifed to find that 
you have pafled over in total filence a mat- 
ter of far greater moment than either of 
thefe; which the farhe writer mentions, 
with equal confidence, in the very fame 
paper j and for the fake of which alone 
this Poem is introduced. He tells us, 
<¢ that the Doéter had fallen into erro- 
neous notions with refpect to the Doc- 
trine of the Trinity,—but that God had 
mercy upon him before he left the world, 
and recovered him to the orthodox faith :”* 
and as a proof of this he produces the 
above Hymn, which he fays, “ to the 
heft of his knowledge, had never before 
appeared in print, and which feems, from 
the unnnithed ftate in which he left it, to 
have been one of the laft products of his 
Poetical pen.” Give me leave, Sir, to 
jay, that it appears to me, and other of 
your readers, very extraordinary that 
you fhould have thought it worth your 
while to animadvert (and that with 
fome degree of feverity) upon a chrono- 
logical errer of fuch final] importance in 
itfelf, and to ule fo many words to fa- 
tisfy us that the Doétor wrote this piece 
in early life, and to account for its being 
omitted in the later editions of his Peems ; 
and yet, that you fhould not have faid 
* one werd” refpeéting § the grand matter 
ef fact" for the fupport of which this 
ptéce is produced, and for which only 
the lateneis of its date is afferted, From 
your total filence with regard to the faét 
ivfelf, your Readers, who have feen Mr. 
‘TOPLADY's account, are not merely 
left in a itate of fufpence ; but, as you 
have, by proving the early date of this 
Poem, removed his only argument that Dr. 
Wat Ts was recovered from his fuppofed 
errors before his death, you have left us 
to conclude that he died in them: and, 
moreever, by maintaining ‘* the found- 
aeis of his intelleéts,”” you have deprived 
his friends and admirers of a plea which 
has often been ¢ charitably ’ urged 
in his favour, Thus have you left the 
* Sabellians * to triumph, as having the 
mature judgement, the dying fenti- 
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ments of the learned, the pious, the 
impartial WaTTs on their fide; for 
his later publications feem moft to fa. 
vour the ¢ Sabellian ’ {cheme. 

It has been pretty generally reported, 
that the Doégtor lett tome papers to be 
eer after his death, containing his 
aft fentiments on that fubject, which had 
been the object of his laberious impartial 
enquivy through a great part of his life ; 
but that his Executors thought it moi 
prudent to fupprefs, if not deftroy them. 
The Public have a right to afk you, Sir, 
what was the real matter of fact? 
You juftly obferve, that ‘ perfons who 
attempt to communicate to the public 
the memoirs of deceafed perfons, ought 
to make them{elves acquainted with their 
writings, dates,” &c. And ferely thofe 
who write the lives of eminent Divines 
fhould be acquainted with, and ready fo 
communicate, what was moft remarkable 
concerning their religious fentiments, and 
the refult of their enquiries after TRUTH: 
an objeét, let me fay, of far greater im- 
portance, and more worthy of being 
known, than the higheft degree of  poeti- 
cal” merit, It would not be a mere 
matter of ¢ curiofity’ to know the lait 
fentiments of fo great and good a man 
as Dr, WaTTs, with regard to. tlie 
Trinity ; but it would have had a very 
important tendency to affift others in 
forming their judgment on fuch a capi« 
tal article of Chriftian faith. It would 
likewife tend to remove the prejudices, 
and abate the cenfares, of many againit 
thofe who cannot affent to the popular opi- 
hions(or rather the popular ‘phrateology’) 
to be informed (if indeed it be. io) 
that even Dr. WaTTs himfelf, who had 
been under ftrong and early prejudices in 
theirSfavour, and had written in defence 
of them, was obliged at length to give 
them up. As, on the other hand, if it be 
true (as Mr. TopLapy affirms) that 
the’ this eminent Divine had departed 
trom the Catholic Do&trine for a time, 
he was reclaimed before he died; the 
knowledge of it, together with the occa- 
fion of his fall, and the means of his 
recovery, might be inftrumental to guard 
others againft, and recover them from, 
the fame erroneous opinions. 

After all that you have told us con- 
cerning your great intimacy with Dr. 
WatTTs, and your minute acquaintance 
with the circumftances of his death, 
(even to the appearance of his corpfe in 
the coffin) it cannet be fuppofed that 


you fhould be a ftranger to this affair. 
And 
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And give me leave to fay, that candour 
and juftice call upon you to declare what 
you know concerning it. Yeu tell us of 
the Doétor what is much to his honour, 
(p. 136) * that thofe prime and radical 
conftituents of a truly good charatter, 
* Truth’ and ¢ Sincerity,” were very con- 
fpicuous in him ; and that you never ob- 
ferved: him, in any of his converfes, in 
the leaft degree atfeét to conceal or dif. 
guife any fentimental differences in reli- 
gion between himfelf and others ; but, 
on the other hand, he appeared quite open 
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and free to a declaration of them, when- 
ever an occation offered," Why then 
fhould his Biographer make any fecret of 
them ? ¢ Your’ open and free decla- 
ration’’ refpecting the fubje@& of this 
Letter is efleutially neceffary to your fup- 

orting the character of which you are 
juftly ambitious, the difciple and the 
triend of Dr. WaTTs 3 which that you 
may, is the with of, Rev. Sir,

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AN ORIENTAL TALE, 


A King perfe&tly wife, perfectly jutt, 
and powerful withal, had promulg- 
ed, throughout his dominions, a law; 
the purview of which was, that no re- 
ward, advancement, or honour fhould be 
conferred on any but in proportion to 
their merits, in the fervice of the King 
and State. 

In procefs of time there were born in 
that Court three Children, all of 
the blood-royal: thefe arriving at the 
age of youth, appeared very comely 
in their perfons, and of pregnant ta- 
Jents and parts. The King had a great 
regard for them, and wifked much to 
give them a fuitable eltablifhment. One 
day then, calling them to him, he faid 
thefe words : 

“¢ Ever cenfidering yoy as my chil- 
dren, it is much in my mind to do you all 
poffible honour and good, by placing you 
in as exalted a rank as any of myCourt, 
fince you have found favour in my eyes, 
and I have marked you capable of ali the 
virtues. However, all my people know, 
nor can you be ignorant, that in my 
Kingdom there exifes an abfolutely irrevo- 
cable law, irrevocable eyen by mytelf; that 
no honour or preferment can be confer- 
red on any one on the footing of pure 
favour, or unlefs as a reward for the 
merit of approved fervice, The elta- 
blifhment then that I propofe for you, 
there is no way for your gaining while 
you ftay in the Court, I would there- 
fore advife you to quit it immediately, 
and go where you will, to any part of 
my dominions, feeking, by youy conduct 
and good works, for the means of me- 
riting the reward referved for you by the 
Jaw I have made. Qut of the Court then 
you muft remain till I think fit to fend 
fey yor, when you are to bring with you 


the proper regifter and tcftimonies of 
your deferts, that 1 may deal with you 
accordingly. 

Now, though the young men were ra- 
ther loth to leave the Court, yet as the, 
Royal counfel carried with it the force 
of acommand, they felt them{elves oblig- 
ed to an immediate compliance. They 
took their leave of the King, and em- 
barking in a veffel that lay ready, com- 
mitted themfelves to the fortune of wind 
and weather. This, after their having 
gotten a confiderable -“y ” from the 
Court, brought them in fight of an 
ifland, their approaches to which more 
and more fhewed it to them a plealant, 
inviting {pot They landed, aud in the 
midft of jt founda Garden, the outward 
appearance of which bore a maft delight- 
ful and promifing afpect. The gates of 
it ftood open, and the young men pre- 
fenting themielves, found no bar to their 
entrance from the door-keepers, whe 
feemed planted there only to offer to 
them the three following preliminary 
coynfels :” ; 

The Firft told them, that they mut 
not lay their atcount with ftaying in the 
Garden; fer that none who had eve! 
entered it had remained there; fuch be+¥m 
ing the immutable order, that as {omg 
went in, others fhould go out. 

The Second added, that they fhould 
duly remember, that ip the fame man 
ner as they entered it, they would have 
to go out of it, that is to fay, without 
being aliowed to bring away with them 
any thing of all they would find there, 
with full liberty to enjoy and _poffefs 
every thing in the Garden irfelf. 

The Third obferved to them, that they 
fhou!d well confider and duly take fpecial 
care not to let themfelves loole to any 
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intemperance of enjoyments, or to any 
wafte of theirtime. ‘They were rather to 
be chary of it, and with an attention to the 
avoiding of forbidden fruits, to keep 
conftantly the faireft, openeft walks: the 
middie ones, between the extremitics of 
the garden, being the fafeft and beft. 

The three young men having received 

thefe falutary initructions, entered the 
Garden, in which they found even much 
more than its outward appearance had 
promifed. They faw many fruii-trees, 
plants, and flowers, fweet to the finell, 
an delightiul to the eye: they heard 
nightingales, and other fong-birds whofe 
melody was inchanting. The diftribu- 
tion of the waters fer refrethment and 
fervice, was alfo admirable. Nor were 
there wanting here and there bowers of 
verdure, and even cabinets richly or- 
namented with gold and jewels. 
' The young men naturally enjoyed this 
delightful fpot. They ate its delicious 
fruits, and drank its pleafant waters, 
fometimes refting under the thelter of the 
fhadieft trees, on the boughs of which the 
mufic of the feathered chorifters lulled 
them harmonioutly to fleep. 

Having thus paffed together fome time 
they parted, by conient, each taking to 
thofe walks of the Garden that he liked 
the beft. 

The firt having marked the abun- 
dance of its-produce for the gratifications 
of fenfual. appetite, abandoned him- 
tvlf to the delights of it ; and thus eat- 
ing and drinking, without fcrupling an 
indulgence of every circumftance of a 

voluptuous life, all heedlefs of the right 
or wrong of it, he paffed away his time 
in this career of unbridled licentioufnets, 
totally unmindful of the advice given him 
by the third door-keeper. 

“The fecond of thele young men, hay- 
ing fixed his eyes and heart on the abun- 
dance of gold and jewels in the cabincts 
of the Garden, iuffered them to ingrofs 
his whole ca:e for the getting as much 
of them as he could; for which purpote 
he made purfes of his pock«ts, and facks 
of his clothes ; and, under this pofleffion, 
he could neither eat, nor drink, nor fleep, 
with any comfort. 

Thisexercife he followed, unremitting- 
ly, all the time he ftaid there, and unac- 
countably reckoning this among the de- 
lights of the Garden gave himfelf whol- 
ly up to it, forgetting what the fecond 
door-keeper had told him, that he might 

freely enjoy whatever he found there, but 
was not to keep any thing, for that he 
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was not to carry more away than he had 
brought with him, 

The third young man, well remem- 
bering every word the door-keepers had 
told him, did not approve of any of the 
walks his companions had chofen: he 
judged them all, at the beft, unprofitable, 
if not highly culpable, repugnont as they 
were to the doétrine of the third door. 
keeper, He therefore thought it the moft 
advifable to enjoy nothing mere of that 
delightful Garden than what was the moft 
naturally neceflary for the mere prelerva- 
tion of his exiitence. His time he pre- 
ferably employe? in the contemplation of 
the various properties and ufes of the 
ditferent trees, planus, and animals that 
were there in fuch prodigious order, 
amidft fuch infinite diverfity ; none, in 
fhort, of all the marvels of Nature ef- 
caping his obfervation. But what mof 
aftonifhed him, was, that in a Garden fo 
wonderfully laid out, fo finely preferved, 
he could never fee fo much as one Gar- 
dener. This put him on ‘the ftretch 
of conjecture of who could be the Maf- 
ter that kept it in fuch excellent or- 
der; well-concluding that this could ne- 
ver be merely accidental; that, on the 
contrary, there muit be fome infinitely 
wife Artift or Mafter, that had thus re- 
gulated every thing, though pleafed to 
keep himfelf thus invifible. 

This conclufion, every inftant of re- 
flection, and much he refleéted, the more 
confirmed ; for his fpeculations on the 
actual order of things, only ferved to in- 
creafe his violent defire of knowing the 
Matter or Gardener of this incomparable 
Garden, for whom, though thus un- 
known, he could not help having the 
greateft love, in return for the fupport 
and delight he received from his works, 
both in the ufe and in the contemplation 
ofthem, In.this fpirit, he examined all 
the parts of the Garden, eager for dif- 
cevering, if pofiible, who was its Owner, 

Each of thefe Probationers feverally 
continuing thus in their refpe&tive cour- 
{es of life, according to the diverfity of 
their inclinations, and of the ends that 
each had propofed to himfelf, there came 
a meffenger from the King who had 
fent them, with an exprefs order for them 
to return inftantly to Cour., and give 
an account cf themfelves. They, ob- 
ferving that the Royal Mandate was fo 
very definitive, inftantly obeyed, and 
fet out on their way back, leaving the 
Garden, the firft two with fentiments 
of regret, the other with none but thofe 
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of duty and affe&tion for the great King 
that had recalled him. 

As they caine out of the Garden gate, 
the firft, who had given himieli up to 
feniuality and§ d. dlipation, feverely felt 
the change of the air, and withal the want 
of the daintie es, delicacies, and luxuries 
to which he had been accuftomed in the 
Garden, and to which he owed his being 
now grown awalking-hofpital of difeates, 
both of body and mind., His {pirits then 
failing him, with a be lly enormoutly 
{welied, he fell to the ground, burit, and 
died. 

The fecond coming after him loaded 
with riches, in gold and jewels, of which 
he had rifled the cabinets of the Garden 3 
the door-keepers wondered to fee him 
ftaggering under fuch a burthen, and, 
according to the order they had, took all 
away from him, leaving him nothing 
but what he had brought with him ; and 
this not without fevere farcafms on him 


for his foliy. At which, the poor Caitiff 


rema ned terribly grieved, and lamenting 
his lols of fo muca labour employed 
worfe than only in vain. 

The third, fo foo as he had heard 
the voice of the meflenger that had, 
on the part of the King, brought him 
his order of return, rejoiced at the idea 
that he fhould now foon have his detfire 
fatisfied of knowing who it was that was 
the Owner or Manager of. that Garden, 
and moreover of being well received by 
him, to whom his beft affection had 
ever been devoted, even independently 
of that knowledge ; encouraged to this 
hope, through the conf{tiouineis of ne- 
ver having wilfuily offended . him, by 
any contravention to his orders, in all the 
time he had been there ; he having, on 
the contrary, rather conformed his whole 
tenor of conduét to what he could think 
the — agreeable to his will, Without 
any the le: atk demur, then, he fet himfeif 
to quit the Garden, and remembering 
withal every thing that the ducr- keepers 
had told him, he entertained not fo much 
as a with of taking any thing with him 
of all that the Gurden afforded. Upon 
which, on his coming forth, he was well 
looked on by them, as well as by the 
ret of the fervants of the Matter of the 
Garden who were in waiting, and caref- 
fed him much on ebierving with what 
joy and alacrity he was proceeding to 
obey the Mandate of the King. 

When the two now left of the original 
three were arrived near the Court, the 
fic appeared to tired, fo faint, that his 


knees funk under him ; he tottered along, 
an object of derifion ; and though he 
kept crying out, and boaiting to every 
one, his bemg ef the bleod-royal, no one 
would believe him: many even refenied 
itas an afont to themielves, that iucha 
wortiiels wretch fhould fet up a claim of 
relation to his Majctty ; fome of whote 
fervants at that Court, not content with 
turning him out of the palace with {com 
and mockery, threw him ito a dark 
dungeon, by way of punifhing him, not 
fo much for his vain attempt of rebbing 
he Garden, but for his having actually 
robbed himfclf of the incomparably fu- 
perior joys.and advantages which he jvad 
facrificed to his villainous preference of 
the oft abje& and furely the moft ttupid 
of al! the human delights, the delight of 
AVARICE. 

But, in juft contradiftinétion to the 
ufage which this mifcreant had met with 
and deferved, the very reverft of it was 
referved for the third, im the honourable 
reception due to his ments. All the 
great perfonages of the Court went ont 
to meet him, welcomed him, embraced 
and accompanied him to the Royal Pxe- 
fence-Chamber, where it much plicated 
the King to fee him in fuch good order, 
and fo well-difpoled. Now, although 
his Majefty had abundant knowledge 
of every thing relative to him, he afked 
hin, for form-fake, whence he came, 
and what he had been doing ?—To this 
he anfwered, that he was juft come from 
a place well worthy of great note: and 
after having duly celebrated the great- 
nefs and wonders of that admirable 
Garden in which he had fpent fo much 
of his time, he preceeded to fay, that 
from all he had obferved in it, he could 
not help concluding that fuch a Garden 
muft havé had fome extremely fhilto! 
Maker; and that withal, whether «. 
Maker, Manager, or Matter, it could 
not be imagined otherwife than that he 
was ever near, or in it, although he kept 
himielf invifible ; and that he for his part 
had no defire more ardent than that of 
knowing him, in fuil prefumption of the 
higheft delight in that kuowledge, thro’ 
the great love ‘the bore to him fer all his 
mighty works, and infinite gooduefs. 

To this the King replied, ‘ Since 
thou haft fo well employed thy time, 1 
mean to gratify this thy laudable de fire, 
by fhewing thee the Lord of that Garden, 
for thce to know him, in fuch manner 
that thou mayett evidently perccive how 
from him alone could proceed the forma- 

tion, 
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tion, order and difpofition of all that thou 
faweft there ; thence to more and more 
increafe thy affection for him, whom to 
love is to ferve. In me, then, acknow- 
ledge the Lord of that Garden, who gave 
it exiftence, and who conftantly provide 
for its prefervation, not a plant growing, 
not an animal breathing there, but 
through the direétion of my Spirit.” 
At feeing and hearing this, the now

truly bleft worthy felt his blifs complete 
in that knowledge. He felt withal that 
love of his increaie by it, which he had 
conceived even before this entire fatisfac- 
tion of his curjofity ; fo that thencefor- 
ward he lived with perpetual joy in him- 
felf, honoured by the whole Court, and in 
high favour with the Matter. Praife be 
to him who praife deferves ! 
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R. T. Townthend moved, that thanks be 
M given to Sir Fletcher Norton, He faid, 
he had felt much difficulty in wording the mo- 
tion in fuch a manner as might fuit every 
Member. He had at firft thought of ufing 
the words of the Noble Lord (Germain) on 
the day the new Speaker had been eleéted ; 
but he was afraid of being thought a plagia- 
rift. He withed to have copied from the Jour- 
nals, but the only precedent there, which was 
in the cafe of Mr. Onflow, he feared would 
not be agreeable to all parties, as they might 
fay that Mr. Onflow was a much greater cha- 
raéter than the late Speaker. This he him- 
felf could not deny ; for indeed he believed 
that Houfe never had a Speaker in its Chair, 
whe was not inferior to Mr. Onflow. He 
was cautious not to fay any thing alluding to 
the fpeech made by Sir Fletcher at the Ber of 
tbe Houfe of Lords; for though he himfelf 
approved of it, and the Jate Mr. Onflow had 
often made the like, yet he wifhed not to put 
any thing into his motion that might raife up 
enemies. In confequence thereof, he had 
thrown it into the moft fimple form, and 
fuch, therefore, as he hoped would meet 
with no oppofition, He then moved, “ That 
the thanks of the Houfe be given to the Right 
Hon. Sir Fletcher Norton, late Speaker, for 
his condué in the Chair, while he had the 
honour to fill it in two fucceffive Parlia- 
ments,” 

This motion was oppofed by Sir William 
Gordon, who did not fee why this Parliament 
fhould thank the Sveaker of another. 

Mr. George Onflow thanked Mr. T. 
Townfbend fer the handfome things he had 
faid of his relation; and he was fure, that 
if that great man could look down from.Heaven 
(a loud laugh) thefe encomiums would be the 
more agreeable by coming from the mouth of 
a Townthend. But he withed to fet the Houfe 
right in one particulars: Mr. Onflow had on 
many vccafions addrefied the Throne to 
change Minifters, not to {quander the im- 
menie public fupplies, which the liberality of 
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Parliament beftowed upon his Majefty with 
chearfulnefs: But Mr. Ontlow never did 
and never would prefume to advife the King 
refpeting the expenditure of his own private 
fortune. He wifely and refpeétiully drew a 
line between the public fupplies and the nea. 
ney granted for the Civil Lift ; and though he 
{poke of the former with becoming freedom, 
he knew the refpect he owed his Sovereign 
too well to fay to him, “ Sir, take care how 
you fpend your own money.” 

After Mr. Onflow, feveral Gentlemen 
made their firft effay of parliamentary elo- 
quence on different fides of the queftion. T 
arguments of Mr, Roberts and Sir Francis 
Baffett turned on the inconfiftency of voting 
thanks to a Speaker whofe offer of fervices 
they had fo lately rejeéted : while Mr. Steele 
and Lord Duncannon warmly fupported the 
motion made by Mr, Townfhend, 

The Hon, T. Onflow declared, that he 
would vote for the motion; the late Spe-ker 
had on a late occafion given him an inftence 
ot friendhhip ; and he fhould find that he 
would always gretefully acknowledge it. 

Mr, Courtaey ftrenuoufly oppofed the mo- 
tion, and took notice of the little fhare of 
argument produced in its fupport, which 
could, or ought to weigh with him and the 
other young Members, The Right Honour- 
able Gentleman who moved it, he obferved, 
had drawn up the motion in general terms; 
he had neverthelefs exprefsly declared, that he 
did not reft it on the fpeech at the Bar 
of another Houfe, which had fo frequently 
been adverted ta in the coerfe of the debate, 
He, for one, was free to fay, that he was very 
far from approving of that {peech ; how then 
was he to reconcile himfelf to a motion of 
a general tendency, which of courfe comprer 
hended that part of the Jaft Speaker’s con- 
duét, as well as every other ? There was ne 
exception in the words of the motion, though 
the Right Honourable Mover bad taken fuch 
pains to except to it in his introduétory argu- 
ment, [x his opinion,there was in Sir Fletcher 
Norton's fpsech to the Throne, fomething al- 
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together unwarrantable. He knew not where 
to look for an example, unlefs he referred to 
City politics. In the Records of London, it 
was to be found that a Lord Mayor, taking 
Wadvantage of his official capacity, which 
brought him into the prefence of his Sove- 
reign, had dared, with all the infolent gravity 
of Magiftracy, to addrefs his Sovereign with 
an extempore fpeech, The Houfe well knew 
how that fpeech had been received in the 
City, and how the Author of it had been 
thanked. A flatue had been put up in 
Guildhall to his memory, with his figure 
ftanding in a pofition of oratory, and this 
fpeech #n his hand: 


That fenfelefs fpeech which Balaam’s afs 
might own, 
Eternal record takes on City ftone ! 


Were that Houfe prepared to follow the ex- 
ample? Would they, the great Reprefenta- 
tives of the Britith nation, go look for prece- 
dents on the other fide Temple-Bar ? Would 
they build up the fame of a difplaced Speaker, 
becanfe, like a City Mayor, he had infulted 
his Sovereign ? —— 

Mr Townfhend rofe to call the Honourable 
Gen'leman to order; he faid, as a young 
Member, he was excufable, becaufe it was 
not to be fuppofed, that he wes acquainted 
with the rules cf the Houfe. but that de could 
not fit filent and hear the King’s name ufed 
to influence debate within thofe walls, 

Mr. Courtney apolog'zed for having allud- 
ed to the Sovereign, but declared he did it 
in reciting a faét thet had palled fome time 
ago, and that he had noc the moft diftant in- 
tention of ufing it to influence the freedom of 
debate. Mr. Courtney then refumed his ar- 
gument, and faid, he called upon all who 
were, like himfelf, young Members, to recol- 
let what had paffed on the firft day of the 
{effions, when the fcene was the moft ftri- 
king that perhaps ever was exhibited within 
thofe walls, and when the principal ator in 
that icene, the late Speaker, had given an 
example of heroic fortitude equal to any that 
had ever been difplayed by a Roman Matron, 
He wifhed for the pencil of a Weit or a Cop- 
ley to do it full juftice. Being but a bad 
painter, he muft have recourfe to poetry, and 
recal the idea of that fcene to the minds of 
the Houfe, by ftating that it ftruck him asa 
ftrong refemblance of the fcene which paffed 
between Paulo Purganti and his wife. The 
Jae Speaker on the firft day fat and heard 
the Noble Lord who had moved the queftion 
ef that day, and the Right Hon. Seconder, 
anxious for his health, expreflive of their 
care for his conftitution, and thence defirous 
of removing the burthen of bufinefs off his 
fhoulders. The Houfe heard the Right Hon, 
Gentleman, the late Speaker, contefs, that 
his conftitution was impaired ; that his facul- 
ties were injured ; that he was much the 
morfe for having fat fo long in that Chair, and 


yet afterwards when the Right Hon, Gentle- 
man’s friends had expreffed a defire of that 
Gentleman's return to the chair, the Right 
Hon. Gentleman had ftood up, and like a Ro- 
man matron, defpifing thethorns with which 
the feat was filled, defpifing all fear ef reftiefs 
days, fleeplefs nights, and dull debates, declar- 
ed himfelf again willing to uncergo the punifh- 
ment of fitting there. Thus the Door in 
the tale, like the Noble Lord, was laborious 
in recommending patience to his wife, in giv- 
ing her recipes for her health ; but fhe, with 
Roman firmnefs, in fpite of all advice, ftill 
urged her withes, and her refolution, till at 
length the Doétor cried, 


Vil do it—-but I give you warning, 
You'll die before to-morrow morning.— 


And then, like the Right Hon, Gentleman 
on the firft day of the feffions, Paulo Pur- 
ganti’s wife, in defiance of the threatened 
danger, replied, 

Let wanton wives by death be fcar’d, 

But, to my comfort, I’m prepar’d. 


Having raifed a hearty laugh at this allufion, 
Mr. Courtney returned to more ferious argue 
ment ; Callea again upon the young Members to 
recolledt, that all who had voted with the Mae 
jority on the firft day of the Seffion, were 
bound in honour to vote againft the prefent 
queftion ; an obligation which he declared he 
felt, and fhould certainly comply with, 

Lord Mahon adverted to what fell from 
Mr. Onfiow refpecting the private property of 
the King: he faid there was no fuch things 
and that by a refolution of the late Putioneat 
it had been declared, that the Houfe of Con- 
mons had a right to examine into the expen- 
diture of all parliamentary grants whatever. 

Sir George Savile fpoke a little in favour of 
the motion, which ty the bye he thought 
narrow, 

Mr. Rigby plainly and unrefervedly met 
the queftion in the teeth, and declared, that 
Jike Mr. Fox’s objeétion to voting thanks te 
Lord Cornwallis, though he gave him due 
praife tor his conduct, fo he objected tu voting 
thanks to Sir Fletcher Norton, Mr. Fox 
had faid, he difl:ked the fervice upon which 
Lord Cornwallis was employed. He made no 
{cruple to declare, that he difliked the fervices 
of Sir Fletcher Norton. Sir Fletcher Norton, 
he thought, had aéted wifely and well, dur- 
ing the former part of the time in which he 
had filled the Chair of the Houfe Perhaps 
a day would come, when Sir Fletcher Norton 
would repent his not having uniformly pur- 
fued that conduct to this day. Mr. Rigby 
contended that the motion was without all 
example; that Mr. Onflow had been thank- 
ed by a living Parliament, as a prelude to an- 
other motion, for an addrefs to his majefty to 
rewardhim. Was that meant to be the ex- 
ample to be copied? If it were got, the pre- 
fent motion was nonfenfe, 

My. 
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698 Sir G. Rodney’s Aufwer to 

Mr. Towrfhend faid he had no intention 
to make fuch a motion. 

Mr. Fox confined ibe whole firft part of his 
reply to Mr. Rigby end Mr, Courtney, afkirg 
if thefeGentlemen meant to ftate i ——the 
one as an hiftorical fact, that Sir Fletcher 
Norton bad f.wn in the King’s face——the 
other, as a recital of a well known tranfac- 
tion, that he had infuited the King ? He ri- 
diculed, in poignant terms, Mr. Righy’s ex- 
prediion of a daubt, whether a day might not 
arnve, when Sir Fletcher Norton would re- 
pent of havi: changed his conduct, and taken 
a decifive part in fupport of the pecple againft 
the influence of the Crown, Mr. Fox alfo 
feconded Lord Mahon’s ideas of the Civil 
Lia of the King being as much fubj-& to the 
controul of Parliament, as any cther part of 
the public revenue. He faid, the public had 
aright to have the juftice of the country fup- 
porred out of the Civil Lift; to have the great 
offices of fate provided for from that branch 
ot the royal revenue—and they had a right to 
look for a proper and a becoming eftabdlifh- 
ment for the Prince of Wales, He paid the 
Pricce’s underftanding the highef compli- 
ments, and, as it were, pinned the noble 
Lord in the Blue Ribbon down to his promife 
of laft year. that the Houfhold of the I’rince 
of Waes fhould be provided for without any 
farther call upon the public. Centrery to 
his cuftom, Mr. Fox was profufe in his com- 
pliments to Lord North, and after ferioufly 
faying the handfomeft things of his Lorofhip’s 
abilities, ironically with wonderful inge- 
nuity preffed the noble Lord not to truft him- 
felf alone with Oppofition upon the prefent 
queftion, but as he had a right to be fufpicious 
of their having fome defign or other to attempt 
to change his principles apd take away his 
fenfes, {which the wealnefs left upon his 
mind as well as body, by his late iilnefs, 
might poflibly enable them to ¢o ) to bringa 
geod company of bis old friends and acquain- 
tance with him intothe Laboy. = * 

Lord Surry faid a few words in favour of 

the queftion, and the Houfe divided, 
Ayes [Lord North with them]: 135 
Nees 9 

Lord Beauchamp and a great number of 
Membcrs of botn fides followed Colonel 
Onflow’s example, and did not vote upon the 
gueftion, 

Lord Mahon prefented to the Houfe a Pe- 
tition from the Mayor and Freemen of Wor- 
cefter, containing charges of a very extraor- 
dinary nature, and which, his Lordfhip ob- 
ferved, merited the particular attentionof the 
Houfe; that the Aldermen of the Corporation 
had hawked about, and offered the reprefen- 
tation of the City to fale ; that the Juftices 
had proftituted their Magittracy in the ap- 
pointment of Conftables to influence the Elec- 
tion, and the corporate pewers were abufed, 
and mace fubfervicnt to EleCtion puipofes. 





the Commons? Fote of Thanks. 






Tuefday, Nov, 21. 

Lord Beauchamp moved, that a new writ be 
iffued for eleéting two Citizens to ferve in Par- 
liament for the City of Coventry, After fo 
debate the Houfe divided, Ayes 114—Nees * 
Ordered then that the order made on the day 
before for the attendance of the Sheriffs on 
Thurfday next be difcharged, and that they 
attend on the zoth of January, 

Mir. Coxe gave notice, that on a future day 
he fieuld move the thanks of the Houfe for a 
man, who, of z!l his contempcraries, had bett 
deferved of his country; he meant Earl 
Cornwallis; and he was greatly furprifed that 
the Soule had obferved filence fo long on fueh 
a fulie&: for the fervices of that Nobleman 
had been fuch as to deferve every return that 
his country could meke him, 

A converfation took place about the trials 
of contefted Eleétions ; at the clofe of which 
Lord North moved, that the ordes for trying 
Petitions before the Holidays be difcharged, 
and other days appointed for that purpofe; 
which motion was catried without a divifion, 

Sir Jofeph Mawbey then moved, that the 
Houfe be called over on the 22d of January, 
and that fach Members as do not then attend, 
be taken into the cutt.dy of the Serjeant at 
Arms. This motion pafied withcui opzofi- 
lion. 

Thurfday, New. 23. 

The Speaker intcraied the Houfe, that he 
had received a letier from Sir Fle:cher Norton, 
which had been tranfmitted to him from Sir 
George Brycges Rodney, in confequence of the 
thanks of the Houfe, which had been commu- 
nica‘ed to him by the late Speaker. In this 
letier, which wes dated on board the Sindwieh, 
Joly 36, 1780, Sir George returns his moft 
unfeigned thanks for the tranfcendent honour 
conferred on him by fo auguft an Affembly, 
and fays, that when he confiders the triflirg 
fervices he has done his country, he is at a lots 
for words to exprefs the. grateful fenfe he en- 
tertains cf the goodnefs of the Houfe in the 
diftinguifhed honour which bad been done 
him 3 but promifes that the thanks voted 
fhell incite him ftiil more to exert his abilities 
to ferve his country, and preferve the honour 
of the Britith flag. 

Sir George concludes with his particular 
thanks to Sir Fletcher, forthe very polite 
Manner in which he had communicated the 
vote of the Houfe, 

Captain Minchin rofe, and complained, 
that though the army eflimates were to come 
on to-morrow, yet neither the Secretary at 
War, nor the Nobis Lord at the head of the 
American Department, were prefent to giveine

Mr. Townfhend joined in this complaint.

2nd to whom could they apply for information, 
wren th» Secretary at War was aslent? He 
fAid thers were many regimeats ettimated at 

or g00 men, who did not mufter laft fum- 
mer abuve 350. He complained much, that 
there were no eftimates of the American Pro- 
vincial regiments, though large fums of mo- 
ney were paid for them. He did not telk 
rom conjecture, but by authority, when he 
afferted, that fome of thofe gegiments had 
{carce any mep at all, and that the money ai- 
lotted for their pay could therefore ferve no 
cther purpofe than as penfious to their Off- 
cers. 

Sir Grey Cooper informed the Roufe, that 
the Secretary at War had all veftercay been 
confined to his houfe by indifpofition, fo that 
he had not flirred out. This, he was fure, 
was the reafon that prevented his coming down. 

The Speaker withing to terminate the 
converfation reminded the Gentlemen, that 
there was no queftion before them, and that 
when it fhould be moved to-morrow for him 
to leave the.Chair, it would be time enough 
to ailign reafons, why the eftimates fhould not 
then be voted. 

Mr. Minchin replying there was no quef- 
tion before the Houfe, moved that the confider- 
ation of the army eflimates fhould be pofipon- 
edtill Wednefday. |. 5 : 

Mr. Rigby faid, that the Honourable Gen- 
tieman’s motion was premature; that the 
army eftimates were by no means before the 
Houfe at prefent 3 that there was no order for 
their coming before the Houfe to-morrow 5 
that the Secretary at War had only given notice, 
that he would move to take them into confi- 
deration to-morrow in the Committee of Sup- 
ply, and then would be the proper time for 
the Honourable Gentlemen's motion 5 afte 
which tie Houf: a!journed. 

Friday, Now. 24. | 

The Secretary ac War opened the army 
budget, by ftating che number of Britifh 
troops atthe clofe cf the Jaft year at 113,95! 5 
and the expence of maintaining them at 
2,700 6741. He intended this year, he faid, 
to move for a reduétion in our numbers, by 
which a confiderable faving would arife. He 
did not mean, however, that this redu€tion 
fhould fall upon the additional companies, 
thefe being nurferies from which our regiments 
were fupplied, But he intended ro reduce the 
efiablifhments of the regiments; fo that all 
the companies which ufed to confift of 100 
men, but had in reality no more than 35, 
fhould be brought down to the Jatter number; 
and that thyfe companies whofe eftablifhments 
w-re 7O men, but which muttered only 56, 

fhould in future confit of no more than this 
laft number. In this reduétion he cid not 
mean to include the troops under the conven- 
tion of Sarat) ga, Every method had bees ufed 
to procure their liberty, but to no purpofe; 
and he believed the Congrefs would never It- 
berate them, unlefs perhaps upon the ceath, or 
defertion of the men, they oright be incuced 
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to exchange the Officers as prifoners of war, 
There were at prefent about 795 of thofe 
troops together 5 the refl were in bofpi als, or 
difperied over the country, amounting in the 
whole to between 1g and 1600 men, By the 
intended reduction, he fsid, we fthould, this 
year, have 10,791 men fewer to pay than laft 
year. The faving upon thefe would amount 
t2 13052101. and the expences of the whole of 
the remaining Britith troops would be 
3,400,390]. Yo this were to be added 43 618 
militia, with the expences of their clu hing, 
and the foreign troops in pay, making ip the 
whole 172,c00, the total expence ot which 
would amount to 4,400,ccol.—In refprét to 
the Vogiants’ Bill, by which he had flattered 
himfelf the army might be recvuived, this, he 
faid, haz dilappointed his expectations ; how- 
ever, it had been of fervice to ihe public, the 
morineg having been very fuccefs ul in recruit- 
ing, in confequence of this Bill, ard the price 
of fubficutes in the miliiia fallen one-half 5 
but very few mea had entered into the 
army. He did not mean, therefore, to 
move for the renewal of the Bill. He 
knew it would be much better to recruit 
old corps than to raife new ones; but yet if 
there fhould be no neceffity for more troops, 
he fhould prefer the raifing of new corps for 
this reafon, that the men would be more 
fpeedily raifed.——-He acknowledged that the 
recruiting fervice was not fo brifk as was to be 
withed ; we bad been alreedy obliged to raife 
great numbers of men to replace thofe whom 
we had loft by ficknefs in the Southern Colo- 
nies and the Weft Indies, The climate in 
thofe places was the meft unwholfome of 
any,of ou fettlements in America and had 
cairied off multitudes; but yet Gentlemen 
could not condemn the Southern expeditions, 
as they had been productive of fo much ad- 
vantage to this country. They were alfo a 
meafure of neceflity ; the French had fent out 
a vaft armament, and Spain was ready to follow 
the example, Our poff:ffions were not to be 
étlivered up to them ; we had been therefore 
obliged to fend a force into that quarter to 
defend our iflands, If we fuffered too by 
ficknefs, the lofs was not folely on our fide ; 
the enemy had fuffered ftill more. The lofs 
of the French had been very confiderable ; and 
that of the Spaniards was beyond imagination ; 
arid it was clearly to be attributed therefore to, 


this, that the combined force of our enemies * 


had not only effeéted nothing, but had not 
even attempted any thing. 

A loofe converfation now enfued, in which 
Mr. T. Townfhend, {peaking of the newe 
raifed corps, faid he had one day feen on a 
march a fett of Things that were called Su/diers, 
whorea!ly did not weigh as much as their 
arms and their accoutrements. He hed feen 
at Charing Crofs go recruits,who, except thres 
er four Irithmen who had been raifea by an 
Irith Officer, were mere fcarecrows ; wretches 
who had been picked up about Charing Crofs, 
and who fcarcely know the right end of a muf- 
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ket. He faid he did not know what the lofs 
of the Spaniards might have been; but it muft 
be cxceflive indeed if it furpaffed that of our 
troops; for he had been told by a Gentlemaa 
(Colonel Dundas) tnat not ene of bis men 
knew what tt was to live like afoldier, or to 
teke cave of himfelf; and when the regiment 
reached the Weft Ingics, it was almoit toa 
man thrown into the holpital 5 fo that when 
one died there could fcarcely be found four 
men and a Corporal to carry him to his graves 
This was the bleed contequence of fencing 
young, inftead of feaf ned trocps to the Wett 
Indies The fhameful neglect of our trovps at 
home cailed alfo for enquiry. Many corps, 
for which money had been vcted es if they 
confifled of goc men, wanted more than half 
that number; and he himfelf had feen one of 
thofe nominal regiments of ooo, not able to 
bring mere then 300 into the field. 
Gen. Burgoyne inveighed againft the ap- 
pointment of Gentl:mea not of the military 
profeffion to the command of regimeatseethe 
abfurdity of fending raw trocps into adlual 
fervicemeeand the indecency, as well as the 
abfurdity of pasting experienced Officers under 
the command of Gentlemen who were mere 
Novices in the military fine. The perfons who 
were taken into the new raifed corps, be faid, 
weie really adifercce to the army, being d:awn 
from gaols, and the very outcati of mankind ; 
he had feen firings of 8 or to of thefe, who 
all together would not make one good foldier; 
and tho’ here andthere atew well made abie- 
bodies men + ere to be feen in the garb of a re- 
cruit, yet it was well known that they belonged 
to the Crimos obout Charing Cro‘s, and were 
paid a fhilling + day for occaiionaily putting on 
the uniform of different corps, 
Col. Barre under'ouk to prove, that the ree 
du@ion propoted the Secretary at War 
would not eaie the country of asy burthen,

Fle iook a comparative review « f our fxpences 
for the laft and the enfcing years 3 andinhfea, 
that notwithtanding the redu@tion, our ex- 
pences would be heavier this year than the 
Jat, But the grand myilery that he withed to 
have cleared up, was to account for the defi- 
fiency that appeared by a comparif-n of the 
numer of trours voted the year before laft, 
and the return mace of then by the General. 
The numbers veted for An ericsan war 
were 78,0co min. By the returns ne more 
than 44,cco were accounted for. So thet it 
remained with Miniftess to inform the Com- 
mittee what had become of the other 44 v0, 
Uf they were effectives, why had they noc per- 
formed more izrvice?

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Col, Barre admitted this account of 37,c05 
men in the Hlands and Canada, but wifhed 
they might tell at 13,cco. To thefe 27,06 
he would add a battalion in the Eati tail 
and rate i at oco men, Thele with 213 men 
on the coaft of Africa, Would amountin the 
whole only to 28,2 3 men; fo thatafier all, 
there ftiil remained 15,787 mento be account- 
ed ‘or. 

The Secretery at War replied, that the re. 
turn in quefiion had been m.sce near two years 
ago, when he was jufl comeinto oifice ;, he 
would enquire into the matter 5 and as it rela- 
ted tothe difp fition of the army only one or 
two campaigns back, be fhould feel no dith- 
culty in giving the Houfe every information on 
that head. His firing of Motions were then 
Made, and egreed to without a division, 

Moindey, Nev. 27. 

Mr. Cocke, in conlequence of the notice 
given by him on a former day, rofe to 
move the thanks of the Houfe to Earl Corn- 
wallis¥ for nis gallant behaviour at the battle 
of Camden. He took occafion to remark, that 
when he. firit conceived the idea of making 
this motion, he had not thought of the fer- 
vices performed by any other Officer; but 
upon turning the matter in his mind, he faw 
that there would be fome impropriety ia 
moving a vote of thanks to Earl Cornwallis, 
who was an interior Officer, for his eminent 
fervices, without taking equal notice of the 
gallantry and meriis of the Commander in 
Chief, Sir Henry Clinton, for the very im- 
portant advantages gained by his arms in the 
capture of Cha.leflown ; of which the affair 
at Camden was the conicquence, 

Upc n thete confiderations he had united the 
two gallant Offcers in the fame motion of 
thanks 3 ard fo convinced wes he, that 
no could bave any reafonable 
obicdlion to the motien, that he had not 
coniulies any Member apon it, or even ape 
plied to any perlon to fecond it. 

He then moved, * That the thanks of this 
Hiowfe be given to Sir Henry Clinton, K. B. 
Commanier in Chief ef bis Mejefty’s forces 
in America; and to Lieut. General Charles 
Earl Cornwalits, for che eminent and impor- 
tant fervices rendered by them to his Majetty 
and this country agsin(t the rebels mm America ; 
particularly in the recu€ticn of Charleftown, 
by the arms of Sir Henry Clinton; and the 
glorious fucceii:s gsined by the army under 
Ear! Cornweilis, at the battle of Camden, in 
which the bravery ¢f Gur troops equalled their 
charaéter in spe.” 

Lord Lewifham feconded the motion, and 
foliowed his leader by giving his opinion 
briefly of the war in which the obje@s of the 
notion were engaged, 

Mir. U. Towrthend :ofe to exprefs his con- 
fent, as an ine vicusl, to the imple objeét of 
the motion--patting meny eulogiums on the 
two Generais ia whofe tavour it was made, 
Aod zs he wifhed and hoyed it might pafs 
unanimoufly, he yufi rofe to fuggeft, that from 
fore 
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fome words which had caught his ear in the 
qgeading of the motion, he feared that in 1s 
prefent form it would not meet that unani- 
mous approbation which the honourable mo- 
yer, and, he hoped, every other Member 
would with it to receive, But he would not 
move any amendment to this effect, as he 
thought it would be more flattering to the 
Officers in queftion, if the motion fhould pa’s 
without an amendment: he therefore recom- 
mended it to the Honourable Gen:leman to 
expunge thofe words, and in that cafe, the 
motion fhould have his fupport for one, and 
he hoped, the concurrence of the whole Houfe ; 
but he expreffed his hopes, from the known 
candour of the Gentleman who moved the 
thanks, that nothing was meant by them in- 
vidious to the characters of former comman- 
ders. 

Lord North adopted the idea of Mr. Town- 
fhend, and obferved, that leaving out the 
words ** againft the rebels in America,’ 
would qualify the motion eccording to the 
Honourable Gentleman's fuggettion, 

Mr. Coke declared, that he meant nothing 
invidious to former commanders; and as tothe 
words which feemed obdjeftionabie, he had not 
any particu!ar motive for cheoiirg them, but 
had taken them in courfe from a fimilar mo- 
tion of thanks peffed in favour of the Duke of 
Cumberiand, in the year 1746. 

The motion being thus altered, in confor- 
mity with Mr. Townfhena’s hint, and the 
word ** rebels” omitted, 

Lord Beauchamp rofe to remind the Houfe, 
that the commander of the Britith fleet in 
America had alfo his fhare in the redufion 
of Charleftown ; and therefore he moved, by 
way of amendment, thefe words, after the 
word “America,” “ And to Marriot Arbuth- 
not, Efq. Commander in Chief of his Maje 
Ay s fleet in America.” 

Sir Charles Bunbury agreed to the propriety 
of the thanks; but as it was intended, that 
they fhould be couched in terms contsining 
nothing difagreeable to any fide of the Houfe, 
and giving no particular apprvbation to the 
American war; he withed, thet inflead of 
s* eminent and important fervices,” the motion 
had mentioned “ gallant and exemplary con 
duct ;”" and he thought the fervices of Prevo& 
and Barrington ought not to be forgot'en. 

Sir Jofeph Mawbey fpoke a confiderab‘e 
time againft the motion, but did not engage 
the attention of the Houfe till he turned the 
argument into a chain of refieétions againft 
Sir Hugh Pahifer. This digreffion was intro- 
duced by contending that Parliament could 
not, confiftently, praife deferving Officers 
without condemning thofe who proved delin- 
guent ; that coafequeatly to thank Admiral 
Arbuthnot, while Sir Hugh remained un 
punifhed, was abfurd. This perfonality pro- 
duced a call to order once or twice, 

Mr. Fox fupported his Honourable Friend 
in a confequent altercation, very ingenioufly, 





Mr. Righy warmly cenfured illiberalicy fo 
foreiza to the fubjectof debate; but filing 
the Hon, Baronets Sp-ech a very dul! narra 
tive, was hie {1 called to order by 

Mr. T. Townend, who inveighed with 
great violence a ainft fuch iniuliing language, 
refizGing on a Member ot thst Hovfe, the 
Right Hen, Gentleman's equal in every re- 
fpe&t. The Houle was in great diforger, when 
the Speaker rofe and decided the difpute, by 
condemning the expreflion as highly cifor- 
derly, 

Mr, Rigby got up again, and, with poignant 
huinour, profetled his ecquiefcernc+ under the 
cafligation, He wes happy to find du mefs would 
no lunger be toler:ted within thofe walls 5 it 
was expluded, and drilliancy would triunph ! 
After playing on this idea very facetioufly, 
fome time, to the high eniertainment of the 
Houfe, ke went into argument on the quefiion; 
bot being interrupted by the Chair, as having 
rifen only to a pont of order, declared, he 
would anticipate a fecund reprimand and fit 
down, (Sir fofeph Mawbsy tifing again) to 
make room for briliiancy. 

Sir Jofeph refumed his argument againft the 
queftion ; afier which, 

Mr, Sheridan with great eloquence and in- 
genuity pointed out the impropriety of the 
motion as originally ftated, Gentiemen of 
two different defcriptions, heeontended, could 
not give their affent, while the thanks were 
voted fur fervices to this country: thefe whe 
theught tne American war unjufi, could not 
yote thethanks in any fhape; and thofe who 
thought that war pernicious, could not con. 
fiftenily cail its aperations ferviceable. He 
infifted on the abfurdity of :hanking General 
Clinton fo long after the event oa which the 
refoluition was to be founded; it was rather 
infulting than complimentary to that Gederal, 
for iticoked like making his glory an appene 
dage to that of Lord Cornwaiiis. It was in- 
vicious too that Gen. Prevoft, Admiral Bar- 
rington, and cther diftinguithed Officers thouid 
be excluded from a vote fo extended as the 
prefent, particularly the former, whole victory 
was more glorious than the battle of Camden, 
tor it was obtained over the natural enemies 
of Biitain. Mr. R gby’s wit he fatirically 
complimented, but faid there were fome fub- 
jets that reerited ferious invefligation, among 
which he muft clafs the prefent 

Mr. Courtney kept the Houfe in a roar 
with the allufions and ftories cited by him in 
the courfe of a fpeech, in which he detended 
the motion very flrenuoufly. Ke compared 
the repeaied arguments of Opcofition againft 
the origin of the war, to the practice of an 
ignorant countryman, whe having been accuf- 
tumed to count the village clock for fome 
years, by a ftrange affaciation of ideas, con:inu- 
ed to do the fame for many years after the clock 
was broke. He faid, he never meant to make 
any perfonal allufions, but he could not help 
obferving, that fome mea flruck great bril- 
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liancy out of a fubject, which every other 
man thought dull, A real dull man reminded 
him of the pig, who was faid to cut his own 
throat, by attempting tofwim. Dull men, he 
obferved, had many advantages Over men of 
wit and genius, as that dull fith the eel made 
its way quicker through the mud than thro’ 
clean water, Dulinefs alfo, he remarked, had 
generally more malignity than genius. 
* Mr, Fox faid he would oppofe in conformity 
with his former declaration this motion, and 
every fimilar one. Efe confidercd victories in 
America worfe than’ defeats; Ke thought the 
caufe unjuft and deftru€tive! After treating 
the argument fume time in general terms, he 
gefcended to the queftion, and made a very 
handfome eulogium on Lord Cornwallis, ie- 
gretring the neceflary application of fuch prin- 
ciples as he had profefJed in negativing a vote 
of thanks ¢o fo deferving an Officer. He 
touched upon the queflion, whether military 
men are bound to yield implicit obedience in 
the line of their profeflion, without refpect to 
their private 6pinions }- Such a pofition had 
often been advanced, but he reprobated it as 
abfurd‘and unconftitutional. Why, if fo, are 
Officers required to have certain qualifications 
in'thus fecuring to them independency of prin- 
ciple? Applying this rule to Lord C . 
he feared the noble Lord could not’ be excufed 
by the defence fuggefed in his behalf; he 
feared he had accepted bis command previous 
to the conciliatory propefjtions, or Americana 
claim of Independency ; yet he did nut cenfure 
the noble Lord, not doubting bis conduct had 
been the refult of conviétion, from a miftaken 
flinciple which many Gentlemen of honour 
in the army were infeéted with. ‘The queition 
had been juftly heid by an Honourable Gentle- 
man togo too far, but it alfo in another view 
was cerQive, in not going far enough, If 
Lord « was to be thanked for his vic- 
tory at Camden, the circumitsnces of that 
action thoula be ftated, the perilous fituation 
in which he was involved, the impotence 
of the Counsils by which he was governed, 
and all the other difadvantages under which h- 
itrugegled, and over which he triumphed by 
his valour. ‘ 

Mr. Adarn anfwered the laft f{peaker with 
great fuccels, expofing in a ridiculous view the 
argument drawn againft the motion from the 
nature of the American war. By the Hon, 
Gentleman's reafoning, had not Earl Coin 
wallis cifpatched Col, Tarleton with fo much 
{pirit and judgment to improve the vi@ory of 
Camden, his conduft would have beea lefs 
exceptionable than now ; hed he retreated to 
Charlefiown after that event, it would be in- 
finitely moré tolerable flil!; but had he fur- 
rendered his army without engeping at all, he 
would haye been compleatly meritorious—— 
would have deferved the thanks of the Par- 
liament, end gratitude of his country ! chs 

Several Gentlemen now fpoke fhortly on 
diffzrent fides, ana Mr. Cole was urged to 

ithdraw his motion, : Ky 


Debates on Motion of Thanks to Lord Cornwallis, &c. 


At length Sir George Yonge moved a; 
amendment, to omit all the foregoing part of 
the motion, and confine the vote ot thanks 
folely to Lord Corr.wallis. : 

This brought on another warm and intereft- 
ing debate. The queftion was at length put 
on Sir George Yonge’s amendment, and ne. 
gatived without a divifion, 

Sir Charles Bunbury then moved, that the 
words * eminent and important fervices” 
be omitted ; which, after a fhort converfation, 
was likewile negatived: 

The gqueftivn on the ogiginal motion, as 
amended by Lord Beauchamp, by introducing 
the name of Admiral Arbuthnot, being pur, 
the fame was agreed to without a divifion, 

Tuefday, November 28. 

Mr, Ord brought up the Report of the 
Committee upon the army eftimates, which 
was read by the Clerk, 

' Mr. Huffey rofe to fhew the Houfe why 
they fhould not agree to the refolutions of the 
Committéee— ft, becaufe the army eftablith- 
ment, which they were called upon to agree 
to, was enormous and unneceilary. It feemed 
to be 2 favourite fervice with Governmen:, 
but it was not the fervice by which this coun- 
try wasto be protected and fupporied. The 
Houfe was then called on to vote no lefsa 
fum than four millions for the ordinary fervice 
of the army for the enfuing year; but it 
would fhortly be called on to vote the extraor- 
dinaries, which ufually amounted to two mil- 
lions one hundred thoufand pounds ; the Ord- 
nance eftimeates fuppofed at one million, and 
the Vote of Credit for another million, thefe 
wowld at leaft amount to eight millions three 
hundred thoufand pounds; but, if he was 
rightly informed, the extraordinaries of this 
year would amount to one million more than 
ufual; fothatthe total expence of the army 
to bs voted this year, would be very little hort 
of tea millions. Now this appeared to him to 
be too jarge a fum to expend in one fingle 
branch of our force; and upon that branch 
too, which, though a favourite one with Go-e 
vernment, was not the branch on which this 
nation was naturally to look for falvation and 
fupport. He therefore withed, that inftead of 
expending fo immenfe a fum on the army, 
which, with sll its expences, had hitherto 
proved of fu little effe@ im the prefent war, 
fome part of it were to be applied in augmente 
ing our navy, which he couid not help faying 
wes much neglected, He faid our navy con- 
fifted now of no more than 98,000 men. He 
urged a variety of objeétions to the plan for re- 
cruiting the army then under conficeration, 
and concluded with a Motion, ‘* That this 
Report be #e committed,” on the prefumption, 
he faid, that fome better and more economical 
mace of recruiting the army might be devifed 5 
and that fume portion of the immenfe fum thea 
to be voted might be diverted towards the auys- 
mentation of the navy eftablifhment, frown 
which wehad fo mush more effectual fervice 
toexveft, - ss 
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Sir Philip Jennings Clerke feconded the 
Lotion. 

“ The Secretary at War then ftood up to op- 
pofe the re commitment of the Bil, He 
profeff d himfelt as defirous as the Honourable 
Gentieman to fee the navy of England ang. 
mented : he knew the value, and faw the ne- 
effiiy of fuch an aug gentarion, as well as any 
man ; but he withed to be informed how the 
fupport of a progex army efladlithment was 
likely to prevent adue attention to the navy of 
this Coun:ry ? itad aot the army, during the 
prefent war, exiivited the moft cordial incli 
nation to co-operate with the navy upon all 
occafions ? Had not feveral regimenis, beth at 
home and in the Weflt-Indies, ferved as ma 
rines on board our fleets with grea’ alscrity 
and cffe& ? And were they not yet ready to do 
the fame upon every occafisn? \iow then 
could the Hon, Gentleman c nfider the aug- 
mentation as a diminution of the navy? 
Every thing had been done, every thing was 
Going, and every thing would be done, to 
gaile and increafe the navy of this Country. 

Mr. ‘C. Townfhend replied to the Secretary 
at War. He ftated three principai objections 
to the condu&t of Government in the army 
department. Their giving the rank of Colo- 
nel to Mr Fullarton, who had aot rifen re- 
gularly in the fervice, upon the idle pretence 
that he was going upun an expediuun, ‘hat 
wasthen, and now remains, a fecret.—It was 
an expedi’ion that nune were fit for, but raw, 
unexperienced men, who had never before 
handled a fireleck, and not fit to be command- 
ed by an Officer who had {een any fervice, but 
bya man who had fearce viewed a battalion 
underarms. The command of this exirsor- 
dinary expedition was tu be given to Col. Ful 
Jarton, a Gentleman who had {o litt'e preten- 
fions to military preferment 5; and though it 
had aftonifhed the nation to fee fuch a man ap- 
pointed to command 1000 men Government 
now propofed to add 1000 more toth: number, 
which was a command only fit for a General. 

His fecond objeétion was to the fums pro 
pofed to be voted for the fupport uf ihe Pro 
yincial corgs in America, without producing 
any eftimate, which he con:ended c uld have 
been produced, 

His third grand objeétion was to the Fengj- 
bles, which were corps participating in the de- 
{cription of the militia, and alfo in thatef 
the mirching regiments, yet not properly be- 
longing to either; for the men were enlifted 
but for a time, and were raif:d without the 
authority of Parliameat, and the Officers, 
without any qualification, were appvintes by 
the Crown : fo that they were neith:: army 
nor militia, and yet had {umeihing in cot meon 
with beth, : ; 

Lord North anfwered him, that with refpeé 
to Mr. Fallarton’s corps, the original levy was 
juttified, not only by she emergency upon 
which the corps were raifed, at the very great 

yofs of thas Gentleman, but alfo by the pecu- 
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liarity of the fervice it was defined for. —But 
circum@ances preventing the intended execu= 
tion of that expedition, and aifo requiring em 
dditional aumber to be added to them, it was 
thuughé proper to double tveir number, and 
thereby add rcOs men more to the general 
mals of the army, being themof expeditious, 
as well as the moft ceconumical mode that 
couls be deviled. 

As t the fecond obje@ion, (the Engliffl 
Fencibles) his Lordfhip .ckoowledged, that, im 
his opinion, it was oot now expedventthat any 
mare crops fhould be raifed upon that princi- 
» and he would not oppote any Bill that 
fhould be brought in to puc a ftup to any far- 
ther levies of that nature, 

His Lordthip thea juftified the American 
war, notonly upon the grounds of juftice buc 
of policy. 

General Burgoyne complained again® Go- 
vernment for neglecting the old corps, and 
depreffing the fpirut of the fervice, by raifing 
raw ofticers over the heads of veterans. 

Mr. Fox urged the Minidry to declare, in 
anfwerts af Honourable Geat.emen’s inquiry, 
whether a remonftrance from fume Field Of- 
ficers had not been receiyed as ftated, 

Lord George Germein f id, fuch aremon- 
firance nad been tranfnitted from Jamaica, 
and referred to the Conmander in Chief. It 
related to Provincial Oticers peing put in 
comman3} over fone old officers in tat Hfland, 
Ananiwerto it was prepared, and fhortlyto 
be fentover, Being prefizd to declare the pure 
port of tnat anfwer, hs Lordfhip declined do- 
ing fo, except required by toc Houfe. 

The Houte then divided on the Motion, 
when there appearei forthe re-commitment 
37, againit ic 108. The reivluuions of the 
Coinsnitee reipecting the ar ny eftimates were 
tnen read, and agreed to by 5e Houle, 

Wedasfday Nov 29. 

The Houle refulved itic t into a Committee 
of Supply, Mr. Ora in the Chair 

Sir Charles Cocks rote, and iljo@rated the 
ordnance cRimates by aicng deta'lof aifburfee 
ments on the different fei vices, as madein the 

prefent year, and expected in tae eniuing one, 
He dividid the eftinaies into three diftind 
heads, viz. the uaproviced fervices of laft year, 
the ordinaries and extraord: naries, and expatta- 
iegon thew feparateiy, to juftify an incar- 
ment uf 30 oool, by wiich the vote now pro- 
pefed was 1o exceed the lait one, He cone 
tended chat, in fatt, the ftated excels, and 
more, had been apptied towards defraying un- 
provided fervices, fo chat the elimates now on 
the table were, truly co:fidered, more acunoe 
mica! than the former outs, To fuppo:t this 
propofition, a feries cf calculatea armounis 
were adduced. After enforcing the n-ceflity 
of firenucus exertion in every department of 
the war, and aflzring the indefatigable atten 
tion of the Ordnance Board, in anfwerng 
every requifition, furaifhing our magezines, 
arfenalt, &c, he conciuied with moving ihe 
two 
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two following Refolutions :————That 
582,929]. 4s. 2d. be granied to his Majefty, 
tor defraying the expences of ordnance in the 
Jand fervice of the enfuing year.  Alfo 
447,182!. 4s, 6d. for defraying thofe unpro- 
vided fur lait year. 

Mr. Minchin faid, be did not rife to oppofe 
the Motions, but to afk fatisfaction en the 
fubje& of a very extraord.nary tem in the efti- 
mates. Upwardscf 20,cool. had been granted 
aft year for the fortificatiuns at Plymouth and 
Pendennis Caftie, and it appeared in the efti- 
mates thatonly 6oool. bad been applied to 
thofe purpotes ; he wifh<d to be fitisfied there- 
fore why the refidue was not brought to ace 
count, 

Sir Charles Cocks faid, if the Honourable 
Gentleman had «ttended perfectly to the efti- 
mates, he would have difcovered that the fum 
of 60001. was net chsrged as the total expence 
of the works in queftiva, but as an overplus of 
difourfement, after the lait year’s grant of 
20,0c0l. had been expended ; fo that ic wasan 
article itill to be provided for, 

Sir Jofeph Mawbey and Sir George Savile 

axed ihe Board of Ordnance with extrava- 
ntly appeinting a new Officer, with a large 
ary, bythe tile of Infpector of Brafs and 
bn Orinance; and Mr, Sawbridge com- 
plained of half-pay being allowed to artillery 
drivers, 

Sir C. Cocks in reply faid, that the office 
alluded to had been inttituted to reward an en- 
gineer of diflinguithed merit, General Defagu- 
Jiers, who had iuven'ed an inftrument of im- 
portant uleia affaying brafs ordnance prepara- 
tory to the common proot, The employment 
after the death of that Officer had been given 
to another, alfo meritorious, but it was by no 
means a finecure place, every piece of ordnance 
being now proved by this new experiment. As 
to the drivers, it was ceconomy to give them 
half pay, for without that encouragement it 
would be impcffible to procure fuch men when 
wanted for a¢tualemploy at 8s. per week, their 
prefent allowance, 

The Refolutions propefed were unanimoufly 
agreed to, and Sir Grey Cooper moved for the 
fums of !,c@90,00cl. and 1,000,000]. for 
Exchequer Bilis, which were granted without 
Oppofiion,

Coiovel Barre moved, ‘ That a lift be laid 
before the Houfe, of the army in America and

1779, correfponding with the laft returns wich. 
in that year, andthe difribution of the fame, 
diftisguifhing the national, provincial, and 
foreign troops.” 

The Secretary at War dec'ared he had no 
objection to the motion, as far as it concerned 
that department over which he prefided ; but 
as to the Provincial troops, their returns were 
fent to the American Secretary, and he could 
not anfwer for his fentiments on tne fubjeét, 

Lord George Germain having juft entered 
the Houfe, rofe to oppofe that part of the mo- 
tion relative to the diffribution of the troops 5 
contending, that to divulge thefe arrangements, 
as they exifted at fo recent a period, might be 
of prejudicial confequence to our affairs. But 
an inconfiderable number of troops had been 
fent from England fioce the year 47703 cone 
feguently the ftate of our forces as difiributed 
at the end of that year, muf nearly correfpond 
with the prefent. He withed not to influence 
however the decifion of the Houife on the 
motion, otherwife than cffering this objection 
as proper to be confidered ferioufy. 

Colone) Barre, in reply, denied that the or- 
der defired could redound to any prejucicial 
effect, or that the di@ribution of our furces at 
prefent was likely to correfpond in any great 
degree with thet of the pericd alluded to.— 
But he knew the confequence of oppofing his 
opinions to that of the noble Lord, efpecially 
info thin an Aflembly, The Houfe refembled, 
he faid, from the fmall number of eifedtives 
it at prefent contained, a regiment jutt re- 
turned from the Weft Indies. For this rea. 
fon, the Colonel was detirous of withdrawing 
his motion for the prefent: but that idea not 
meeting the approoation of the Houfe, he con- 
curred with the fentiments of the noble Lord, 
and agreed to ftrike out that part of tne motion 
which refpected the diftribution of the forces. 

Sir George Savile did not approve of the 
alteration; he afked, was it fuppofable that 
General Wafhington did not know at this pe- 
riod the number and ciftribution of our force 
in the year 1779? If not, why fhou!d Pare 
liament be denied information which the ene- 
my was already poffeffed of ? 

Lord George Germain faid, it was not the 
information of Mr. Wathington he wihhed te 
guard againft by the obje€tion, but that of all 
Europe, 

Colonel Barre fpoke again, profefling he 
made his conceffion to the noble Lcid’s opi- 
nion before, not from conviction but necefliry, 
Cefirous as he was of getting imperteét infor- 
mation, rather than none at all. He was fill 
of the fame fentiment with his honoureble 
friend, and could not admit aoy juf ground 
to apprehend the leaft danger from his motion 
as firft propofed. Such a Sift as he now ce- 
fired had, two years ago, been laid before the 
Hovfe ; and he chalienged the noble Lord to 
fupport his objedtion dy adérc oy any inflance 
of inconvenience confeguent on that tilormae 
tion, However, he had a'ready relinquithed 
part of his motion, and could not now — 
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The lift required was then ordered unani- 
moufly. 

The Colonel then moved ‘he three follow- 
ing motions, which met with no odjection : 
*& Tnat there be laid before this Houfe an 
account of men loft and diiabled in his Ma- 
jefly’s land fervice, including marines lerving 
on fhore, ang foreign troops in Britith pay, by 
death, captivity, defertion, wounds, or ficknets, 
in North America and the W-ft Indies, from 
the 1f of November 1774. to the dote of the 
Liftrecurns inclufive, diftingu:fhing each year, 
corps, and fervice.” Allo * An account of 
ail the men taifed. for bis Majetty’s land fer- 
vice (militia and fencible men in North Ame- 
rica not included) in Great Britain and Ire- 
Jand, from the 29th of September 3774, to the 
2gth of September 1780, diitinguifiing each 

year, =~-And alfo 

« Totals of the embarkation returns of all 
the Briufh corps and recruits, which have been 
fent from Great Britaia or Ireland to any port 
of North America, or the Weft Indies, in the 
years 1778, 1779, aad 1780, diftinguithing 
each year.”” 

Sir Philip Jennings Clerke, after a few 
introdu€tory words, moved, ** That there be 
laid before this Huufe the monthty recurns of 
the army in the militia of Great Britain, trom 
the 25th of March latt, as far as the taid re- 
turns are come in.” 

The Secretary at War faid, he muft obje& 
to this motion, becaufe it was directly telling 
our enemies the force of the kingdom. 

Sir Philip perfifted in his motion, declaring 
he had reafon to believe that fome impofitions 
were praciifed upon Government and upon the 
public, by the regiments in the militia not 
being duly muftered ; which he uncerftood they 
never yet had deen, the returns being jufl what 
the Colonels choie to make them. Though 
the militta was a pooular fervice, he thought 
it his duty to endeavour to detect theie impo- 
fit.ons ” 

Lord Beauchamp called upon the Honour- 
able Gentieman to prove his affertion, and not 
involve the militia Officers in 10 fevere an 
accufativa without “fome fouadation, The 
latter could not be reguiarly mufiered, nor 
their numbers afcertained, they being extreme- 
ly fluétusting. No militia Officer could 
exactly return the numbers of bis regimeat, 
for many were daily enlifted by the Lord 
Lieutenants long befise they jormed their 
corps, and drew fubfiftence from the time of 
their attefiation. 

Sir Philip pledged himfelf to fupport his 
affertion, if neceflary; but he muft firit fee 
the returns before he could affert the 
abufes he had fugg:fted, 

Colonel Barre faid, the objections raifed by 
Minifters againft giving informa:ion were very 
incongruous ; a former motion was objected 
to, becaufe it might difpiay the national weak- 

nefs; but here that argument conld not apply, 
fur our home defence was ftated in the eftimate 
tu be 78,o0omen. Surely this could not be a 


prejudicial fact, if divulged! it would rather

Lord Lifburne moved the order of the day ; 
and the Houle having refolved itfelf into a 
Committee of Supply, Mr. Ord in the Chair, 
his Lord thip entered into an explanation of the 
articles which made up the eftimates of the 
ordinary and extraordinary repai's, &c, of the 
navy for the entuing year, with the half pay of 
the feveral officers not in immediate employ, 
the provition for officers widows, and benevo- 
lences affigned to the tamikes of men who had 
diftinguithed themfelves more particularly by 
their fervices, fuch as the Captains Farmer, 
Cook, &c. The total amount of all thefe efti- 
mates was 670,016!. This, he faid, was not 
fo much as the extraordinaries of baft year, 
though the Board of Admiralty had employed 
all their experience and powers to encreafe the 
ftrength of our naval force, by ‘every poffible 
exertion in the King’s ya:ds, and by accepting 
every offer made te them for building fhips im 
private yards. His Lotdfhip concluded with 
a Motion, thatafum not exceeding 386,26:1. 
1,8. 8d. be granted to his Majetty for defray- 
ing the ordinary charges of the navy, include 
ing the half pay to fea ana marine officers, 

Mr. Fox repeated what he had faid ona 
former occafion, that he would confent to the 
fupply only on this condition, taat an en- 
quiry thould be inftituted into the condué of 
the Firft Lord of the Admiralty, for the abules 
that appeared in the adminifiration of naval 
affairs; and for the dilgrace that had been 
thrown upon the navy by the promotion of a 
genileman who ftcod convicted upon record 
of having preferred a malicious and ill-founced 
profecution againgt bis Commander, Mr. Fox 
was Called to oider by 

Lord Nugent, who lamented that of late 
years a cuftom had prevailed of entering upoa 
all occations into perionalities. J: fome check 
were not given to the licentioufnefs of debate, 
the Houfe of Commons would infalli>ly dege- 
nerate into a Polifh Diet, where matters would 
not be determined by argument, but by the 
{word. 

Mr. Fox faid, that what the noble Lord 
pointed cut as the probable confequences of 
the treedom of debate, fhould never oeter him 
from doing bis duty ; and lit the confequences 
be what they might to himlelf, he was decer- 
mined to fpeak his fentiments, which juttice 
to his conflituents, whofe money he was going 
to vote away, would rot fuftz+ him to fupprefs, 
He diiclaimed perfonalities as much as the 
nebdle Lord ; and he could not conceive how 

his Lordfhip could accu‘e him of having ufed 

any, when he had confined himf=lf to abare 
recital of the fentence _of a court-martial that 
fiooc upon record. The appointment of the 
perfon conviétec by this fentence to ahigh and 
honourable emp!oyment,was+ dilceuragement 


to 














to officers, and had banifhed fome of the be& 
from the navy. ‘The Howes, the Harlands, 
the Barringtuns, the Byrons, the Campnells, 
were no longer in the fervice, becautle they 
could no longer ferve with fafety to themf{slves, 
when a perion conviéted of having brought a 
malicious charge agsinft his Admiral, was 
raifed to honours. and rewarced with a place 
of emolument and dignity. Indeed, fuch was 
their opinion of Adminiftration, that they 
would have been fit for Bedlam if they could 
have confented to ferve under it. This had 
been done by the Firft Lord of the Admiralty, 
in whofe hands the glory of the Rritith navy 
had been eclipfed; while the navy of France 
and Spain were rifing to formidable {up tori. 
ty. He therefore held himieif bound to 
make a Motion againft Lord Sandwich, that 
he might be removed from his M:jett,’s Coun- 
cils. That he might not be iufpected of ha- 
zarding opinions which could not be fupported, 
he faid, he had two very ditiinét grounds for 
thofe opinions, which would juftify him in 
faying thet fuch a man ought iever to Le ho- 
noured with any promotion in the fervice. 
aft, He was an accufer, who fo far fiom mek- 
ing good his accufation, was convicted by a 
court martial of having brought a charge founds 
ed on malice. 2dly, The Gentleman himicif 
was tried, end but barely acquitted 5 and in- 
deed he could fearcely fay that he was ac- 
quitted ; becaufe the fentence abfolutely con- 
tained a chorge of negleét of cury, 

Lord Norih entered warmly into the defence 
of Sir Hugh Pallifer, and the juftification of 

Minifters in the meafure of Lis promoticn. 
The appointment to Greenwich bofpital, he 
admitted, was properly in the department of 
the Admiralty ; but on the prefent oceaten, 
3f there was any blame, it ought not to fall 

folely on the kirft Lord of the Admiralty 5 
for the late promotion had not been made by 
his Mejefly, without the advice of his o:ner 
fervants ; he himfelt, theietore, as one of the 
fervants of the Crown, was liab eto a fhare ina 
whatever blame was dueto that meafure. He 
wou!dnot, by diiputing on the p- int of over, or 
by any parliamentary trick,enceavour to ward 
off an enquiry that was levelled »gainft Ad- 
Miniftration, On tne contary, hy we uld faire 
ly and bo'd!y meet the charge, anc argue upon 
the propristy of meafures whic bed been 
taken in confequence of an aivice given by 
his Moy ftv’s Minifiers. He took then for 
grantéd, th c the fervents of the Crova were 
arra‘gned for baving promoted to tir govern- 
ment of Greenwich Hoefpital, a Gentleman 
who had been convitted of havisig been a ma- 
hicious prejecotor, 

‘The Hon. Member had faid thot the prefent 
Governor of Greenwich Hofpital bad been 
barely acquitted og his own trial, For his 
part, be could not apree with him on toat 
heat, A court, compofed of pentiemen of dis 
profellion, had minorely examired his con- 
suct, and after the tiridteit enquiry, pro- 
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nounced his conduct to be exemplary and me- 
ritorious (Tord Lisburne whifp-red highly 
exemplary, &c.) Lord North then turning to 
Sir Hugh Pallifer, who fat by his fide, bepged 
the Honoutadle Admiral’s pardon for omit- 
ting fu eifential a word as highly, ‘The court. 
martial, by pronouncing his conduét to be 
bigh/y exemplary, had certain!y held up the 
gallent Admiral as an exampie for thofe of 
his profeflion ; and by declaring that his con- 
cuct was meritorious, had given him the ftrong- 
eft recoxmendation to the roval favour, 

The Howmourable Member had charged Lord 
Sandwich with conwified falfbood and recorded 
treachery, Thefe were harth words ; but fill 
they little affected that noble Lord, for the 
conviction was fimilar to that of the Hor, 
Acmiral of malice. Both were convited ; 
but neither had been tried, With refpe@ to 
the officers who had declined any commana 
inthe navy. the Honourable Member feemed 
to be very ingenious in difeovering the motives 
of their condu€t, which they themfelves ne- 
ver affigned ; tutthe Honourable Gentleman 
feemed to have a knack at difcovering reafons 
for Gentiemen which never entered their own 
heads; and he had givena ftriking infance 
of that ingenuity a few, days ago in the cil- 
covery he had helped an honourable Baronet 
to in a debate, Tneie officers, the Honourab!e 
Gentl:man faid, had fo contemptible an opi- 
nion of Adminiftration, that they would be 
fic for Bedlam 1f they fhould accept of a coms 
mand urderthem, Minifters would certainly 
be juft as proper objets for Bedlam, if they 
fhoa d give co..mands to Officers who entere 
tained fuch opinions of themy 

Sir Hugh Pellifer now aro and faid, thst 
if he had a mind to call the Honourabic 
Member (Mr. F: x) to order, he certain'y had 
given hia: fufficcent reafon, by his perfonali- 
ties. Such attacks, however, he had been 
prepared to meet, fom what he uncerfucd 
hed in an unmanly manner been faid of hin 
in his abfence ; and as he was not blefied by 
Nature with teients for (peaking in a populer 
Affembiy, he had commitred his thoughts to 
writing, which he begged leave to read in de- 
fence of the mof injured charaéier in thé 
Nation. 

Str Hugh then read a long narrative, which 
teck sim up an hour and a half, wherein he 
complained of his enemies, Mr, Kepjel’s 
friends, who not content with founding his 
prafes to the world, had excited mobs to vreak 
open G's houfe, atiack his perfon, and infult 
his (etends and relations; not blufhirg at 
cou it:nancing and encouraging thefe vivlent 
euiropes and felonies. He aflerted, that the 
part vu! the tentence upon which fo many 
chenpes hod been rung was totally extr -judi- 
cial end conf:quently injurious to him: be- 
caule conviction had prececed trial; nay, be 
had beew convidted contrary to every idea of 
Jaw, Jutiice, or equiiy—without a trial, 

Fic witheo, icr the good of the fervice, not 
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t revive a conteft which already had been 
produ@tive of difadvantages to the public ; but 
if his enemies fhould perfevere in their perfes 
cuting fpirit, and endeavour to drive him from 
the line of his prvfefion, which he wifhed to 
purfue, ready as he was to facrifice to the good 
of his country, he could not fo far overlook 
what he cwed to himfelf, as to remain filent. 
If, therefore, his enemies fhould remain quiet, 
he would do the fame ; but if they fhould 
endeavour to perfecute him any mors, he then 
would difclofe to the Houle the motives which 
induced him to accufe the Admiral. and why 
he had not brought his accufation fooner. 

Admiral Keppel next rofe and faid, ** That 
he could not retrzin trom getting up to make 
fume reply to what had been u ged by the 
Governur of Greenwich Hofpital,” He re- 
minded the Houfe of their humanity to hin 
in ordering his trial on fhore, without which 
be never could have furvived the trial; and 
to the fame humani:y he attributed all their 
fucceeding favours to him after his acquittal. 
He mentioned the diffidence which he ought 
to have had in embarking in the public fervice 
under Lord Sandwich ; the caution he ever 
had after his trial of trufting his life and ho- 
nour into fuch hands ; and contended that ihe 
event of’ the day had juftified his caution, 
Intimidating menaces had been thruwn out by 
the Governor of Greenwich Hoipital (for he 
would never call him by any other name), but 
he did. not mind them. He difclaimed all 
tompromije, and had no objection to a further 
inveftiga.ion of the affair. 

In the name of God, faid he, let the two 
courts martial be abfolved trom their oaths 5 
tet them be examined at the Bar of the Hou!e 5 
and I make go doubt but I fhall come out of 
the trial with as.much eclat as 1 did out of 
the former one. But for the future, ! thal! 
not aniwer any thing thrown out by the Go- 
vernor of Greenwich Hofpital; nor fhali I 
trouble the Houfe with our private altercaticr, 
1 bave but one ihing to accule myfelf of re- 
fpeting the tranfaction in queftion, which 
was, that I did not take a much earlier oppor- 
tunity of bringing the Governor of Greeftwich 
Hofpital to trial ; though I deny my heving 
ever been his accufer. He was my inferior 
officer, and I could have 6.ccun him away with 
a filip. My Secretary knows, and wiil take 
his oath in any Court whatever, thet the 
letter firfl written by me, was not the fame 
which I fent to the Admireity, The firft 
le:ter contained the genuine fentimencs of my 
heart; butthat fent cfficially to Government 
1 attempted -to garble ; «nd the contents not 
being true, it wes no wonder | made a ttrange 
jumble of ir ! 

Lord Howe and Admiral Pigot referved their 
opinions till this afair fhould miore properly 
come under difcuffion. 

Mr, Fox refe again in reply to Lord Nerh 
and the Admiral, contending as he cid befure, 
tnat the acquittal of the Vice-Aagmiral was

Lord Lisburne faid, he fuppofed thefe offi- 
cers had been appointed while the King’s } 
forces occupied Rhode-Ifland ; but how they 
cameto be included in the next year’s efti~ 
ma‘es he could not poffibly declare till he hed 
thade enaviries in the office. which he imme 
diately wevld do, and communicate the refult to 
the Honourable Gentleman as foon as poffible. 

Col. Hartley objected to the report in a 
fummary fpéech, refufing, on the old grounds, 
to ftrengthenthe hands of Miniflers by any 
fupplies, on account of their incapacity and 
mifconduét in the American war, 

Mr. Townfhend faid, he was aftonithed to 
fee the Miniter abfent on a day like thig 
when fuch immenfe fums were to be voted 
and for the important purpofe of fupporting 
our naval power. That noble Lord pofleffed 
fuch a fund of humour, that his prefence was 
always to be coveted ; nor was his pleafantry 
the lefs admirsbie for its uniformity. In the 
diys ct danger, difhonour, and difrefs, in every \ 
gradatica ot national decay,he was feen equally ‘ 
faceticus, and dtifufed a joyous afpeét on the il 4 
debates of that Hou.e whenever he appeared. | 
It was cruel in his Lordfhip, therefore, to be } b 
abfent when fo ferious a bufinefs was to be ' : 
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tranfaGted : and a joke was all the public 
could expect as a compenfation for lavithed 
millions, The noble Lord had exerted his 
wit on the preceding evening to prove, that 
Sinitters would be Bedlamites to employ again 
thofe refpeftadie naval characters whom ihey 
had driven from the fervice. Beit fo; yet fuch 
madmen had cxifted not unhonoured by their 
Country! Such a madman, for inftance, was 
tord Anfun, who wifh-:d to reward an Ho- 
4X nourable 
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nourabie Admiral now in his eye (Admiral 
Keppel), with a fi.g for his diftinguifhed fer- 
vices in the courfe of the late war, That 
delire was not gratified fo foon as declared, for 
economy was then the fafhion; only 18 
Admirals were then in commiffion in lieu of 
40, which now graced the lift; andeven the 
fiznal merits ot Admiral Keppel were not 
then thought fufficient motives to augment. by 
his promotion the national expences : but 
when to his laurels gained at Belleifle, thofe 
of the Havanhah were fuperadded, this roto 
ricus madman, Lord Anfon, thought it dero- 
gatory from the national honour to fee fo 
veluab!e an officer without a flag; he wes pro- 
moted, to tne joy of the whole navy. 

He had Saft night animadverted on theim- 
propriety of keeping unemployed at the pre- 
fent junéture many officers of difiinguithed 
abilities ; andit had been anfwered trom the 
Acmita!ty Bord, that the relutance ot thofe

The Ajax, 
Montague, and Egmon:, which had been an- 
chored before the entrance of the harbour, 
were before dey-light ali forced to fea, as was 
the Amazon foonafter; and the Dea! Cattle 
and Cameleon, which had been fationed in 
Gros [flet Bay for the protection of the Hof 
pitals, fhared the fame tate. ‘The ee

pith the Aitna and Vefuvius bombs, and the 
San Vincente {now, were moored within the 
Carenage, and prepared with every caution 
that could be taken to withitand the tempeft, 
which had already put feveral tranfports on 
fhore, and by this time blew with an irrefiflible 
fury, attended with an inceflant flood of 
rain. 

A little after twelve o'clock, the Vengeance 
parted her cable and tailed upon the rocks, It 
now became abfolutely requifite to cut away 
her mafis, the lofs of which, with the help of 
4 number of guns that were got forward, eafed 
confiderably the force with which fhe fruck ; 
and by the wind fortunately fhifting two or 
three points farther to the eaftward, her flern 
fwung off the rocks, and fhe was beyond every 
expectation faved: for it now blew, if pof 
fivle, with redoubled violence, and nothing 
was feen or to be expected but ruin, defolation, 
and deftruétion on every part. The San Vin- 
éente fnow, with many of the tranfports, vic- 
tucliers, and traders, were difmafted and motily 
all on fhore 3 in fhort, no reprefentation can 
equal the {cene of diftrefs that appeared befure 
us. 

The form continued with incredible vehe- 
mence during the whole day; but the weather 
about midnight became more moderate, and by 
the next morning the wind was totaily abated. 
The direétion of it wes from north-north- 
caft to eaft fouth-eaft, of tweaty-nine hours 
duration, 

On the joth, the Montagu anchored before 
the harbour, without a mait or bowfprit 
ftanding, eight feet water in her hold, and all 
her powder damaged. Every afliftance was 
given to get her into the Carenage, where fhe 
is now fecured in fafety, Tne Ajax returned 
to this anchorage on the 21f, with the lofs 
of her main yard, main top-maft and mizen- 

matt, The Beaver’s Prize, being on her paf- 
fage to Barbadoes, was unfortunately wreck- 
ed on the back of this Ifland near Vieux Fort; 
and it gives me pain to add, that all herofficers 
and crew, except 17 men, perifhed. 

The prefervation of the Amazon is fo fingu- 
Jar and extraordinary, that 1 herewith tran- 
{mit a copy of the account given of it by Cap- 
tain Finch,

SIR, 

1 AM at a lofs whether to exprefs in the 
flrongett terms my regret for the misfortunes 
that have happened to his Majefty’s fhip under 
my command, or my fetisfaction in havirg 
got her in fafety tothis port. : 

I flatter myfelf you faw the neceffity we 
were under of putting tu fea the morning after 
the commencement of the gale. We then 
flood under our ftorm ftayfails weft by north, 
from the Carenage. It was but for 2 thort 
time the canvas held 5 after that the thip be- 
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haved perfectly well, and appeared to every 
perfon on board as capable of fanting the gale 
that enfued as was pofidle for any fhip. About 
feven o'clock at nizht the pa'e encreafedtoa 
degre- that can better be conceived from the 
confequeaces than any eetcription I can give. 
There was an evident necsthty of doing fome- 
thing to relieve the thip; but] was unwillirg 
to cut away the lower malls til the laff ex- 
trenity, and accordingly ordered the people 
to cut away the main top-maft. My orders 
were attempted to be put in execution with 
the utmoft alacrity 5 bute before it could be 
accomplifhed, I found it neceffiry to call them 
down to cut away the main-maft. Whilft I 
was waiting for the men to come down, a 
fudden guft of wind overfet the thip; moft of the 
officers, with myfelf and a number of the thip’s 
company, got upon the fide of the fhip; the 
wheel on the quarter ceck was then under 
water. In that fituation I could perceive the 
fhip fettle bodily fome feet, until the water 
was upto the after-part of the flides of the 
carronades on the weather-fide. Notwith- 
ftanding the fhip was fo far gone, upon the 
mafts, bow({prit, &c. going away, fhe righted 
as far as to bring the lee gunwale even with the 
water'sedge. By the exertions of all the offi- 
cers and men we foon got the lee quarter deck 
guns and carronades overboard, and foon after 
one of the forecaftle guns and fheet anchor 
cut away, which had fo good an effe&t, that 
we were enabled to get to the pumps and lee 
guns on the main deck. The throwing them 
overboard was in our fituation a work of great 
difficulty 5 and I could perceive the thip was 
going down bythe ftern, This arduous tafk 
was accomplifhed under the direétion of Lieu- 
tenant Packenham, whoie great experience 
and determined perfeverance marked him ou 
as perhaps the only individual) to whom 
(amidft fuch great exertions) a pre eminence 
could be given ; and Ido not think it poffible 
for greaterto bemade. The water was above 
the cables on the orlop deck, with a vaft 
quantity between decks ; and the ftump of 
the main. maft falling out of the ftep occafion- 
ed one of the chain pumps to be rendered 
ufelefs, as was the other foon after. By the 
great activity of thetwo carpenters mates they 
were alternately cleared, Upon my reprefenting 
this to Commiffioner Laforey, he hes ap- 
pointed them both to aét as carpenters (one in 
the Amazon, the other in the Antigua), till 
your pleafure is known. Refides the lofs of 
our mafts, &c. the fhip has fuffered conf® 
derable damages, the particu'ars of which I 
cannot fend until a furvey has been held 
upon the thip. ‘The buoks and papers are 
totaliy defiroyed, to that it is not in my 
power particularly to afcertain the lofs we 
nave fuffered in men; I believe twenty 
crowned, befides a number wounded. For 
further particulars I refer you o the gentle- 
man who will deliver this letter to you. 
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The carpenter was the only officer lof 
upon this eccafion.

The following accounts of the late hurricane 
at Barbadoes, and in the Leeward and 
Charibbee Iflands, have been recsived by 
Lord George Germain, one of his Majefty’s 
principal Secretaries of State, brought by 
Captain Hariwell, of his Maj jehy’ s fhip 
Brune. 


Copy of a letter from Majar-Gereral Vaughan, 
Commander’i in Chicf of bis Majefty’s. forces in 
the Leeward Ijlinds, to Lord George Germain, 
dated Barbadoes, 0&, 30, 1780. 

1 AM much concerned to infurm your 
Lordfhip, thatthis iflant was almoft entirely 
deflroyed by a moft violent hurricane, which 
began on Tuefday the roth inft. and contie 
nued almoft without intermiffion for near 48 
hours. Itis impofiible for me to attempta 
defcription of the fierm. Saffice it to fay, that 
few families have efcaped the general ruin; 
and Ido not believe that ten heufes are faved 
in the whole ifland., Scarce a houfe is ftand- 
ing in Bridgetown. Whole families were 
vuried in the ruins of their habitations 5 and 
many, in attempting to efcape, were maimed 
and difabled, A general convu!fiun of nature 
feemed to take place, and an univerfal de- 
ficuciion enfued, Tine flrongeft colours could 
not paint to your Lordthips the miferies of the 
inhabitants. On the ons head, the ground co- 
vered with the mangled bodies of their friends 
and relations; and on the other, reputabie 
families wandering through the'ruins feeking 
fur foud and fhelier ; in fhott, imagination 
can form bur a faint idea of the horrors of 
this dreadful jcene, 

Every plantation and building great and 
{mail are thrown to the ground; the cattie 
and ftock belonging to them are almoft ali ce- 
fisoyed ; the produce of the earth torn up by 
the roots, and nota trace left behind; fo 
that there is but too much reafon to fear thet 
a famine muft inevitably enfue, unlefs fome 
effeciual means are ufed to prevent it. 

Fortunately the flores and provifions Lelong- 
ing to the army and navy (the latter of which 
are very confiderable) have been with great 
difficulty nearly ali faved, although the whole. 
was acontinued fcese of rapine and confu- 
fion; and the negroes (who are exceedingly 
numerous in this ifland), inflead of attempting 


ty 
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to fave the effets of the unhappy fufferers 
were plundering in every part of the town, 

Every fbip which was in Carlifle Bay, 
grong ‘which were-one army and two navy 
y Qauallers, and one ordnance thip, were driven 
to fea, and I much fear that moft of trem 
eve perithed, or ere carried fo far to leeward, 
as to rencer it impoflible for them to regsin 
this port. 

I muft beg leave to refer your Lordfhips to 
his Excellency the Governor’s letter for a 
moie minute defeription of this defiru€tive 
tempeft 5 and Fo em conficent your Lordihip 
muft fenfidly fee! for the miferable calamities 
that have befalien che 1nhavitants of this ruin- 
e¢ country. ;

THE inclofed journal, whicn Ihave the 
honour te fend your Lordfh:p. will in feeble 
colours prefeat to your view the aimoft wrtal 
ceftruction of this once beautiful ifl-nd, whith 
many years cannot repair ; and I much fear 
tnat the prefent proprietors of the foil will

I: is fortunate that General Vaughan refided 
inthis ifland.

THE evening preceding the hurricane, the 
gh of October, was remaskebly calm, but the 
txy furprifingly red and fiery ; during the 
night much rain fell, On the morning of the 
Yoth, much rain and wind from N,W. By 
ten o'clock it encreafed very much, Byone, 
tne fhips in the bay drove. By four o’cl ck, 
the Albemarle frigate (the only man of war 
then here) parted her anchors and went ‘o 
fea, as did all the other veilels, about 25 in 
number, Soon after, by fix o’ciock, the wind 
had torn up and blowndown many trees At 
the Government Houfe every precaution was 
taken 3; the doors and windows were barricad- 
ed, but it availed little By ten o'clock, the 
wiad forced iifelfa paffage through the heufe 
trom the.N. N, W, and the tempeft encreafing 
every minute, the family took to the center 
of the building, imagining ‘rom the procigious 
ftrength of the walls, they being three feet 
thick, and from its circular form, it would 
have withftood the wind’s utmof rege. How- 
¢ver, by-half after eleven o'clock, they were 
obliged to retreat. The Governor, and the 
few that Pemained, were threwn down ; and 
it was with great difficulty they gained the 


cannon, under the carriage of which they 

tock fhelter. Their titustion here was highly 

deplorable, Many of the cannon were moved 5 

and they had reaton to fear that under which 

they fat might be diimounted, and crufh them 
by tts fall. 

Anxioully did they wait the break of day, 
flaitertng themfelves that with the light they 
would foon fee a ceilation of the ftorm ; yet 
when it appeared, little was the tempeft abated; 
and the day ferved but to exhibic the mof 
melancholy prefpeét imaginable, Nothing 
can compare with the terrible devaftation that 
preiented icfelf on ail fides ; not a building 
fancing ; the trees, if not torn up by their 
roots, deprived of their leaves anv oranches 5 
and the moft luxurtant {pring changed in this 
ane night to the drearieft winter. In vain was 
it to look round for fhelter; houfes, that 
trom their {ruation it was imagined would 
have been in a degree protefted, were all flat 
with the earth 5 and the mifereble owners, if 
they were fy fortunate as to efcape with their 
lives, were leit without a covering for them- 
fe!lves and family. 

Generali Vaughan was early obliged to eva- 
cuite his houfe. In efcaping he was very 
much bruifed. His Secretary was fo unfortu~ 
nate as to bicak bis thigh, Nothing has ever 
happened that has cauted fuch univerfal dceiv- 
Jaien. No one houfe inthe ifland is exem;t 
from damage. Very few buildings are icft 
ftanding on the efiates. The depopulation of 
the negroes and cattle, particularly of the 
horned kind, is very great, which muft more 
efpecially in thefe times be a caufe of great 
diftrefs to the Plentere, Itis as yet impoffible 
to make any accurate calculation of the num-= 
ber of fouls that have perithed in this dread- 
ful calamity. Whites and Blacks together, it 
is imagined to exceed fome thoufands 

Many were buricd in the ruins of the 
houfes and buildings. Many fell viétims to 
the violence .f the ftorm and inclemency of 
the wea'her, and great numbers were driver 
in'othe fea and there perifhed. The troops 
have fuffered inconfiderably, though both the 
barrscks and bofpits! were early blown down. 
Alarming con(equences were dreaded from the 
number of cead bodies that lay uninterred, 
and trom the quantity the fea threw up, 
which however ere happily fubfided, What: 
few public buildings there were are fallen ig 
the general wreck. The fortifications have 
fuff.red very confiderably.) The buildings 
were all demulithed ; for fo violent was the 
ftorm bere, when affifted by the fea, that a 
twelve pound gun was carried from the fouth 
to ihe north battery, a difiance of 140 yards, 
The iofs to this country is immenfe ; many 
years will be required to retrieve it.

Lordthip, that fince I clofed my letter of the 
2 5th of O&tober, | have received the following 
account of the truly fevere hurricane which 
happened in the middle of fait month among 
the Sovthern Aflands, and of which, thank 
God, except a violent furge in this Govern- 
ment, which at St. Chriftopher’s threw many 
vefiels on thore, we felt no bad effects. 

The Albemarle, which blew out at Bar- 
badoes, cut away her mafts, and is put into 
Englifh Harbour. The Venus cut away her 
fore- maft, loft her bow{prit, and is arrived at 
Englith Harbour. The Blanche was feen by 
the Alcmene in great diftrefs, and has never 
been fince heard of ; we hope fhe is gone to 
Jamaica, Eyery puilding i in St. Vincent, we 
are told, is blown down, and the town de- 
froyed. The Juno,a new French frigate, of 
40 guns, drove on fhore, and dafhed all to 
pieces. At Grenada, great devaftation on 
fhore; ig fail of loaded Dutch thips ftranded 
and beat to pieces. Sixty-two fail of merchant 
fhips with flores and 2500 troops on board, was 
the reinforcement expe€ted under convoy of 
four frigates, arrived inthe morning at Mar- 
tinique. They landed 100 of the troops ; the 
yemeinder, with the whole convoy, were 
blown to fea, We do not hear that any are 
agrin returned. “Several wrecks have been 
feen and met with at fea; a fhip blown out of 
St. Chriftopher’s took two with troops on 
board ; one fhe fent to Jamaica, the other to 
Sc. Chrittopher’s, At Martinique, the beau- 


tiful town of St. Pierre’s, which is buile on 
the fhore, 1s faid to be entirely wethed away, 
At Geudaloupe the town of Baffeterre, alfo 
built on the lee fhore, is faid to b= de flroyed, 
and the Experiment French frigate blown on 
fhore, and luft. ‘Two frigates are faid to be 
thrown on the Saints, and to have perithed, 
We have not yet any accourts trom Barbacoes, 
where, it is apprehended, the gale was very 
feyere : at Dominica they have alfo great ly 
fuffered. The Dutch at Sct. Euflatius have 
alfo greatly fuffered: many houfes en the Bay 
wathed into the fea: their damage i 1s computed 
at 150 cool. flerling. 

I have laid an embargo on lumber in this 
Government, and intend fending what can be 
got, asfafias potiible, to st, Luca and Bare 
badoes. The houtes and every thing in Gre- 
nada, I hear, is levelied with the ground. The 
fame at Si. Vincent’s, where the tewn is 
wathed awav, befides the frigates which I 
mentioned, faid to be thrown ‘on fhore on 
the -aints. 

Governor Cunninghame and Brigadier-Ge- 
neral St, Leger write me, that they much ap- 
prehend a farnine in St. Lucia and Barbadoes, 
There were undifpofed of in this ifland near 
35co barrels of flour, which his Majefly was 
gracioully pleafed to fend for the relief of this 
ifjend. I have already fent General St. Leger 
yoco barrels, and propofe fending him 300 
barrels, if not the whole remaining quan- 
tity.
